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Irish ' 
hotel 
fire 
kills 10 

BUNDORAN, Irelartd 
(AP) — Fire engulfed a 
crowded resort hotel on 
Donegal Bay early Friday, 
killing 10 persons and in¬ 
juring nine. Police are in¬ 
vestigating the possibility 
that Protestant extremists 
started the blaze. 

The hotel is a few kilome¬ 
tres from the spot where 
Lord Louis Mountbatten 
was killed last Aug. 27 
when a bomb planted by 
terrorists of the Irish Re¬ 
publican Army blew up his 
yacht. 

One reason police be¬ 
lieved it is possible the fire 
was set in the seaside Cen¬ 
tral Hotel by revenge-seek¬ 
ing Protestants is the speed 
in which the flames raced 
through the structure. 

The fire broke out im¬ 
mediately after midnight 
in the 40-room hotel as 
about 200 persons were 
leaving a downstairs disco¬ 
theque. Firemen said that 
within moments the flames 
raced through the ground 
floor, sending deadly 
fumes into the upper 
stories where some of the 
more than 250 guests were 
sleeping. 

Many of the injuries were 
suffered when they jumped 
from third floor windows. 

Among those who 
perished were four mem¬ 
bers of an Irish family. No 
foreigners were listed 
among the casualties. 

One witness, Paddy Fitz¬ 
patrick of Dublin, said he 
wgs passing the hotel as the 
blaze swept through the 
building “There was total 
confusion,” he said. “Peo¬ 
ple were crying in the 
streets because their 
friends and families were 
still in the fire.” 

A police spokesman told 
reporters: “The ferocity of 
the fire and the speed with 
which it gained a hold indi 
cated that some kind of 
incendiaries could have 
been used.” 

Bundoran, on the north¬ 
western coast of the Irish 
republic, is near the small 
bay where Lord Mountbat¬ 
ten, his grandson, the 
mother-in-law of his daugh¬ 
ter and a young crew mem 
berof the yacht were killed 
in the bombing last year. 

The hotel fire is the sec¬ 
ond tragedy to mar what is 
traditionally Ireland's bu¬ 
siest holiday period of the 
year. A week ago, 17 per¬ 
sons were killed in a train 
crash at Buttevant in Coun¬ 
ty Cork. Investigators said 
the train derailment ap¬ 
parently was caused by 
members of a work gang 
who inadvertently caused a 
switch to malfunction. 


‘Hot’ chocolate goes sour for makers 


BURLINGTON, Vt. (AP) - The 
makers of Cadbury chocolates 
have been indicted on charges of 
smuggling chocolates into the 
United States from Canada, U.S. 
Attorney William Gray announced 
Friday. 

A federal grand jury here re¬ 
turned the indictment against 
Cadbury Schweppes U.S.A., its 
Canadian affiliate, and four cur¬ 
rent or former employees. 


The indictment charges that the 
company, in order to circumvent 
import quotas, brought chocolate 
crumb into the U.S. under the label 
“reject candy bars.” 

Attempts to reach company of¬ 
ficials for comment were not im¬ 
mediately successful. 

Cadbury, maker of expensive, 
high-quality chocolate candies, 
smuggled the chocolate ingredient 
through a border station at High- 
gate, Vt., the indictment charges. 


The alleged smuggling opera¬ 
tion was arranged at a meeting of 
company executives in May. 1977, 
called to find ways to deal with the 
shortage of chocolate crumb at the 
company’s U.S. plants, the indict¬ 
ment says. 

Only one of the four employees 
named in the indictment still 
works for the company. He is 
Stanley Glassbrenner, Cadbury’s 
plant manager in Pennsylvania.

Destroyer work suit 
‘not before time’ weighed 


West coast shipyards 
stand to reap half of a $186 
million harvest in upgrad¬ 
ing Canada's 16 time-worn 
naval destroyers, Defence 
Minister Gilles Lamon- 
tagne announced during an 
Esquimau visit Friday. 

Shipyard union official 
Neil Hindle said he was 
“delighted” to learn that 
Ottawa was'finally willing 
to go through with a pro¬ 
gram the unions had been 
calling for, but added: “It’s 
certainly not before its 
time.” 

Hindle, business agent 
for the International Broth- 
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erhood of Boilermakers, 
disagreed with the conten¬ 
tion of Yarrows shipyard 
manager Don Challinor 
that naval ship upgrading 
should be carried out by 
commercial yards, as is the 
case in the East. 

Challinor said this would 
allow the western yards to 
develop and maintain the 
expertise to attract more 
foreign business and bring 
stability to what has been 
an uncertain industry. 

“We don’t agree,” said 
Hindle. “We are very con¬ 
scious of the vital role the 
ship repair unit at Dock¬ 
yard (the federal ship¬ 
yard) has.” 

The federal yard work¬ 
ers should always have a 
part in the maintenance of 

defence vessels, he said. 

Hindle had written a let¬ 
ter to Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau earlier this week 
stressing the need for the 
Defence Destroyer Life 
Extension (DELEX) pro¬ 
gram without realizing La- 
montagne was going to 
make an announcement 
Friday from aboard HMCS 
Gatineau. 

The defence minister 
said the $186 million would 
be spent to maintain the 16 
destroyers until the first 
new patrol frigates come 


into service in the late 
1980s. 

Canada had an obligation 
to fulfil to the North Atlan¬ 
tic Treaty Organization, he 
said. 

The refitting and re¬ 
equipping is to take place in 
two stages, with the first 
involving equipment 
changes to 10 ships in the 
Annapolis, Mackenzie and 
Restigouche classes. Those 
ships were built between 
1958 and 1964. The cost of 
this program would be $107 
million. * 

The second phase calls 
for inspection and repair 
of the hulls and propulsion 
machinery of all 16 ships, 
along with replacement of 
navigation and life support 
systems at a cost of $79 
million. 

Federal plans call for 
construction of six frigate 
patrol ships with the first 
not expected to sec service 
before 1987.

Hydro faces 
tighter rein 


Long-awaited legisla¬ 
tion bringing B.C. Hydro 
un^er public regulatory 
control was introduced 
in the Legislature on 
Friday by Energy Min¬ 
ister Robert McClel¬ 
land. 

His Utilities Commission 
Act, based on the govern¬ 
ment’s energy policy paper 
introduced some months 
ago, curbs B.C. Hydro’s ar¬ 
bitrary powers and makes 
it answerable to a soon-to- 
be created utilities com¬ 
mission. 

The new bill also lays the 
groundwork for a review 
process for major energy 
projects and provides the 
power for the issuance of 
energy removal certifi¬ 
cates for energy resources 
leaving the province. 

“This legislation marks 
the beginning of a new era 
in British Columbia,” 
McClelland said. “It pro¬ 
vides us with the tools with 
which the people of this 
province can participate in 
the management of our en¬ 
ergy future. 

“We have a tremendous 
opportunity to build on our 
energy strengths, to shore 
up our weaknesses. This 
legislation will enable us to 
capitalize on our unique 
mix of energy resources 
and make sound, publicly 
acceptable energy policy 
decisions.” 

McClelland said the en¬ 
ergy review process “will 
ensure that proposals for 
the development and use of 
provincial energy re¬ 
sources are evaluated in 
terms of the province’s en¬ 
ergy and environment poli¬ 
cies, and that the implica¬ 
tions of proposed projects 
are considered openly and 
carefully.” 

Coming under the review 
process will be power 
plants—hydro and ther¬ 
mal-large-scale energy 
use projects, transmission 
lines, pipeline and energy 
storage facilities. 

The new B.C. Utilities 
Commission will take over 
from the B.C. Energy Com¬ 
mission the role of energy 
rate regulation, including 
the establishment of B.C. 
Hydro rates. Once the act 
comes into force, all pro¬ 
posed rate increases will be 
subject to public hearings 
before the commission. 

In the past, B.C. Hydro 
has been able to set its own 
rates arbitrarily and with¬ 
out consultation with the 
users. 

The commission will also 
have the responsibility of 
regulating, for the first 
time, all gas and utility 
services including cus¬ 
tomer rates, service stan¬ 
dards and additions to faci¬ 
lities. 

When it comes to B.C. 
Hydro borrowing and the 
disposal of assets, how¬ 
ever, B.C. Hydro will still 
answer only to the provin¬ 
cial cabinet and the finance 
minister will continue to 
act as the fiscal agent for 
B.C. Hydro. 

Anticipating the day 
when the federal govern¬ 
ment hands back control of 
telecommunications to the 
province, the new legisla¬ 
tion provides the frame¬ 
work for the regulation of 
the total telecommunica¬ 
tions system in B.C.

BROWNSVILLE, Tex. (AP) — Hurricane 
Allen, a ferocious storm that has killed at least 87 
people on a Caribbean rampage, flicked the edge of. 
the Texas coast Friday, filling the Gulf of Mexico 
with super-charged winds and sending thousands of 
people inland. 

The National Hurricane Centre in Miami. Fla., 
issued a hurricane warning for all but 80 kilometres 
of the 720-kilometre Texas coast. A warning means 
evacuations should begin and other emergency

PORT-AU-PRINCE, 
Haiti (AFP) — A seven- 
metre Canadian vessel 
with six people on board, 
which was sailing off 
Haiti’s southern coast, has 
been missing since last 
Tuesday when Hurricane 
Allen struck the Caribbean 
country. 

Several amateur radio 
hams from Haiti, Colombia 
and the United States spoke 
with the captain of the 
Pearl of Haiti, Nicolas Bel- 
chat, and heard his distress 
calls which were sent dur¬ 
ing the storm. The boat was 
south of the Haitian port of 
Jacmel, in the storm zone. 

The last message was 
sent by Belchat’s son 
Pierre who said his father 
and brother were dead and 
that his mother was dying. 

Before contact was lost, 
Pierre was in contact with 
the Miami coast guard 
through the ham operators. 
The coast guard said that a 
cargo ship, th» North Vik¬ 
ing, was nearby. 

It was not known whether 
the coast guard was able to 
warn the cargo ship. 

Belchat’s hometown was 
not immediately known, 
nor were names of the 
other passengers on the 
Pearl of Haiti.

Allen claimed at least 87 
lives in the Caribbean, and 
an American helicopter 
with 13 people aboard went 
down off the coast of Loui¬ 
siana during an evacuation 
of an oil rig prompted by 
the storm. There were no 
survivors among the 13. 

The hurricane was rated 
extremely dangerous by 
the National Hurricane j 
Centre, which gave it tK 
rare Category 5 ranking— 
the highest possible. The 
centre said Allen was the 
second most powerful At¬ 
lantic storm on record. The 
strongest was an unnamed 
1935 storm, nicknamed the 
Labor Day storm, which 
killed 408 people in the 
Florida Keys. 

In Dallas, National 
Weather Service meteo¬ 
rologist Andy Anderson 
predicted hurricane force 
winds would begin in the 
160-kilometre area of the 
Texas coast between Cor¬ 
pus Christi and Browns¬ 
ville between 10a.m. and 11 
a m. PDT today. 

“We have a potentially 
extremely dangerous 
storm,” Anderson said. “It 
essentially fills the Gulf 
of Mexico. Radar shows we 
are going to have a lot of 
the Texas coast affected." 

Anderson said Allen 
probably would bring some 
temporary relief to north¬ 
east Texas cities suffering 
from a heat wave that 
began two months ago. 

The weather service is¬ 
sued gale warnings and a 
hurricane watch east of 
Texas' High Island and into 
Louisiana, and said the 
government of Mexico is¬ 
sued a hurricane watch for 
the northeastern part of 
that country's coast.

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Death sentence for 22 after trial of Turkish village 


ANKARA, Turkey (UPI) — The 
long and unprecedented trial of an 
entire Turkish village ended Friday 
with a martial law court sentencing 
22 people to death, 14 to life impris¬ 
onment and 107 others to terms 
totalling 920 years. But nearly half 
of the record 835 defendants were 
aquitted. 

It was one of Turkey’s longest 
and certainly its largest trial. Vir¬ 
tually the entire population of 


Kahramanmaras, a village in 
southern Turkey, stood charged of 
offences ranging from murder and 
attempted rebellion to assault, loot¬ 
ing and theft. 

The prosecution at the 18-month- 
long trial had requested 275 death 
sentences. But the court, showing 
leniency in many cases, acquitted 
411 persons and sentenced others to 
short jail terms. 

The trial was the result of rioting 


and clashes in Kahramanmaras in 
December, 1978. 

According to offical accounts, 111 
persons were killed and 1,052 in¬ 
jured in the fighting between right 
and left-wingers. 

Angered by the murder of two 
leftwing teachers who had suspend¬ 
ed several pupils as a disclipinary 
measure, mourners from the Alevi 
community—an offshoot of the mi¬ 


nority Shi’lte Moslem sect which 
has been sympathetic to left-wing 
policies in Turkey—clashed with 
Sunni Moslems who make up 80 per 
cent of the population. 

Large parts of the Alevi quarter 
in Kahramanmaras were reduced 
to rubble and officials said the 5,- 
000-strong Alevi community was 
saved from extermination only by 
the intervention of the army. 

The rioting led to the Imposition 


of martial law in 13 of Turkey’s 67 
provinces two days later. 

A government crisis ensued in 
which then prime minister Bulent 
Ecevit narrowly squeaked through 
a vote of no confidence in parlia¬ 
ment. Martial law has since been 
extended to 20 provinces wracked 
by the political violence that explod¬ 
ed in Kahramanmaras, 280 miles 
southeast of Ankara. 

In a continuation of that vio¬ 


lence, police reported 18 more 
deaths Thursday and Friday in dis¬ 
turbances throughout the country. 

Political observers said they 
feared the court’s “leniency" in 
handing down only 22 death sen¬ 
tences could lead to even more trou¬ 
ble. The defendants were most¬ 
ly right-wingers and leftists had 
been expecting that more death sen

SALISBURY (Reuter) — 
Six bodyguards of Edgar 
Tekere, a leading member 
of the government alleged 
to have murdered a white 
farmer, appeared in court 
Friday and were charged 
with taking part in the kill¬ 
ing. 

Nine more men were 
being sought to face simi¬ 
lar charges, police said. 

The farmer, Gerald 
Adams. 68. was found at 
Stamford farm just south 
of Salisbury, last Monday 
shot through the back and 
crouched over a radio. 

The six men, former 
guerrillas in Prime Minis¬ 
ter Robert Mugabe’s 
ZANLA army, were re¬ 
manded in custody. Te¬ 
kere, hardline number 
three in Mugabe's ZANU- 
PF party, was charged 
with the murder two days 
ago. His request for bail 
was rejected Thursday. 

Authorities arrested 
about 150 black students 
who took part in an "illegal 
march" downtown Friday 
demanding manpower 
minister Tekere’s release 
from jail. 

Emmerson Mnangagwa. 
another government minis¬ 
ter, meanwhile was in¬ 
volved in a civil case over 
the disappearance of a man 
alleged to have helped re¬ 
cruit people in Zimbabwe 
to overthrow the govern¬ 
ment in Mozambique of 
President Samora Machel.

Canada helping 
battered islands 

OTTAWA (CP) — The federal government has donat¬ 
ed $50,000 in emergency aid to St. Lucia, the tiny 
Caribbean island slammed by Hurricane Allen earlier this 
week, and another $150,000 to help the republic of Haiti. 

Roger Levett, spokesman for the Canadian Interna¬ 
tional Development Agency, said in an interview Friday 
the money would be given through the International 
Red Cross. 

"They're the internalidhal organization which will 
be applying the relief in St. Lucia," he said. "This . . is 
in addition to an initial amount of $5,000 given as a 
stop-gap measure.” 

The $55,000 will be used to purchase medical supplies, 
tents and blankets for islanders whose homes were 
destroyed by what is believed to be the strongest hurri¬ 
cane in the Caribbean in this century. 

No request has yet been received from Jamaica. 


HAVANA (Reuter) — 
Eighty-three Cuban refu¬ 
gees who have been shel¬ 
tering in the United States 
diplomatic mission here 
since May 2 have surren¬ 
dered to the Fidel Castro 
government. 

Out of more than 400 
Cubans, mainly ex-politi¬ 
cal prisoners who fled into 
the mission after fighting 
outside it with pro-govern¬ 
ment crowds, 204 remain 
there, a U.S. spokesman 
said Friday. 

The spokesman said 58 
men, including 52 former 
political prisoners; 19 
women, and six children 
were taken away in govern¬ 
ment buses. 

Informed sources said 
the men were taken to a 
state security centre for 
questioning but the women 
and children were released 
after a visit to an immigra¬ 
tion centre. 

The Cuban government 
blamed the clashes on the 
ex-prisoners, but U.S. dip¬ 
lomats said Castro sup¬ 
porters arrived in govern¬ 
ment buses and began 
beating up people lining up 
for U.S. visas. The Castro 
government has said Wash¬ 
ington has no right to give

tical miles to the north and 
50 miles to the south of 
the centre. Gale-force 
winds extended 200 miles 
north and 100 miles south.

The American Red Cross 
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opened 109 shelters 
throughout south Texas, 
most of them in Hidalgo 
County on the Mexican bor¬ 
der and in Corpus Christi. 

Gulf coast stores began 
selling out of supplies as 
residents stocked up on ply¬ 
wood, canned goods, bot¬ 
tled water and flashlights. 
Civil defence directors 
checked emergency shel 
ters and farmers raced to 
process their $12-million 
cotton crop.

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Iranians brave jeers, eggs in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 
second day of protest. HO# 
Iranians and Palestinian Arabs 
marched through Washington on 
Friday, exchanging shouts with 
American onlookers and chant¬ 
ing afternoon prayers inside a 
mosque on Embassy Row 

Again they were the targets of 
eggs and tomatoes and again 
they were shielded by police anx 
ious to avoid a violent clash 
w hose repurcusslons could be 
fell in Iran by the 52 Americans 


who have been held hostage since 
Nov. 1. 

Iranians also demonstrated 
Friday in Rome, praising the 
revolutionary government of 
their homeland and denouncing 
what they said was American 
brutality. 

Friday's marchers in Wash¬ 
ington were four times more nu¬ 
merous than those who gathered 
near the White House on Thurs¬ 
day to voice support for Ayalol 
lah Ruhollah Khomeini and to 


protest the treatment of 191 Ira¬ 
nians arreyted after a march on 
July 27. 

Khomeini said they had been 
tortured, a charge denied by U.S. 
authorities 

About half the participants 
Friday were Palestinian Arabs 
whose placards and chants de¬ 
nounced Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat for his peace dis¬ 
cussions with Israel. 

Four abreast and flanked by 
police, the protesters marched to 


the Islamic Centre on Massarhu 
setts Avenue, a neighborhood of 
embassies. 

There, with the temperature 
in the mid-SOs. police stood for 
hours in the street, separating 
the Moslems from their Ameri¬ 
can hecklers 

Many of the marchers re¬ 
moved their shoes and escaped 
into the coolness of the mosque. 
Their prayers were sometimes 
drowned out by Americans 
shouting “Let our people go!" or 


"Go home' Go home' Go home' ' 

Difficulties arose In providing 
transportation to get the demon 
strators away. 

The afternoon was largely 
peaceful. Police said one Ameri¬ 
can was arrested on a disorderly 
conduct charge and before the 
march started one demonstrator 
was apparently roughed up by a 
group of Americans, lie was not 
believed to have been seriously 
hurt.

Paris base 
to Khomeini 
resistance - 


PARIS (Reuter) — For¬ 
mer Iranian prime minis¬ 
ter Shapour Bakhtiar an¬ 
nounced Friday the 
formation of a resistance 
movement aimed at over¬ 
throwing the Islamic re¬ 
public of Iran. 

In a statement issued 
from his exile headquar¬ 
ters in the French capital. 
Bakhtiar said Iran's civili¬ 
zation “is being trampled 
upon by a clique of ignorant 
pseudo-clerics who are as 
alien to Iran as they are 
power-hungry and incom¬ 
petent." 

Denouncing the record of 
the Tehran authorities fol¬ 
lowing the triumphal re¬ 
turn to Iran lk months ago 
of revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho¬ 
meini whose movement de¬ 
posed the shah, he said: 

"The structure of our na- 
tiohal economy is shat¬ 
tered, law and order dis¬ 
credited. women treated as 
slaves, minorities op 
pressed, tongues lied and 
pens broken." 

Bakhtiar aides said the 
statement has already 


been broadcast to Iran 
from a clandestine radio 
transmitter in the Middle 
East. It called on all Ira 
nians to back the National 
Iranian Resistance Move¬ 
ment "inspired by Dr. Mos¬ 
sadegh," a reference to na¬ 
tionalist Prime Minister 
Mohammed Mossadegh 
who almost toppled the 
shah in 1953. 

Bakhtiar, who had long 
been in opposition to the 
shah, was named prime 
minister early last year 
just before the Islamic 
revolution swept away the 
monarchy. The deposed 
shah died recently in 
Egypt. 

The former prime minis¬ 
ter was the target of an 
abortive' assassination at¬ 
tempt at his home outside 
Paris on July 18 . 

This week Iranian Presi¬ 
dent Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
accused France of provid¬ 
ing training camps for op¬ 
ponents of the Tehran gov¬ 
ernment. 

The accusation brought 
an immediate denial from 
French Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois-Poneet.

Saudis, Iraqis unite in threat 

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) — Iraq and Saudi 
Arabia have vowed to sever economic as well as diplo¬ 
matic ties with any country that recognizes Jerusalem 
as Israel's capital. After talks between visiting Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein and Saudi King Khaled, the 
two countries issued a joint communique declaring 
their intention to campaign against recognition of Is¬ 
rael's claim to Jerusalem. 

Letter clouds talks’ future 

CAIRO (UPI) — Egypt received a crucial letter from 
Israel on the Jerusalem crisis Friday but a high-ranking 
official indicated that he was not happy with its contents 
and that the Palestinian autonomy talks would not im¬ 
mediately resume. The exchange of letters centered over 
the latest crisis to Middle East peace efforts caused by 
Israel s formal declaration that Jerusalem is and forever 
will remain the undivided capital of the Jewish state. 

India flood toll now 382 

NEW DELHI (Reuter) — The death toll from floods 
in India's Uttar Pradesh state rose to 382 Friday 
with It more casualties within the last 24 hours, the 
Press Trust of India reported. The loss to property and 
crops in the state is put at $27.5 million, the news 
agency said. 

Nagasaki survivors remember 

NAGASAKI, Japan (UPI) — Some 20.000 survivors, 
many still bearing sears, gathered in Nagasaki on Friday 
to commemorate the 35th anniversary of the searing blue 
flash of light that killed 78,000 people, ended a war and 
forever changed the world by signalling the dawn of the 
nuclear age. Fat Man, as the bomb was code-named, 
razed half of Nagasaki, killed 78,000 people and maimed 
or made sick thousands of others. 

India yanks Soviet ear 

NEW DELHI (Reuter) — Indian Foreign Minister R. 
D. Sathe said Friday that India has told the Soviet 
Union in "no uncertain terms” that the sooner Its 
troops withdraw from Afghanistan the better it will be.

three for three 

An airplane powered by sunlight alone? 
Despite the obvious hazard in such an arrange¬ 
ment, don’t laugh at the schemes of Paul 

MacCready. 

Dr. MacCready is the clever and deter¬ 
mined American who designed and nurtured 
the flight of the Gossamer Condo r three yesffs 
ago. the first plane powered by man alone to 
achieve sustained flight. Last year the Gossa¬ 
mer Albatross, looking like a giant dragonfly, 
won the holy grail of aeronautic prizes when its 
pilot literally bicycled it across the English 
Channel. 

This week MacCready’s Gossamer Pen¬ 
guin, powered only by solar panels, flew for 15 
minutes in California. MacCready says its 
successor, the Gossamer Challenger, is in¬ 
tended to have a range of up to 100 miles and 
reach heights of 10,000 feet, once again with its 
propeller spun only by electricity from solar 
panels. It will probably make its maiden flight 
next month. 

What happens if the clouds roll in? Well, 
solar panels may not suffice — but Dr. Mac¬ 
Cready will think of something. After all, he’s 
batting three for three. That’s not bad in any 

league. 

Strange, what? 

Next time the Hon. Pat McGeer, B.C.’s 
science minister and MLA for Vancouver- 
Point Grey, feels this summer madness to 
attend the legislative session as if it were some 
costume party high jinks, we have a sugges¬ 
tion: 

He should nip along the Speaker’s Corridor 
in a propane-powered toy car, festooned with 
sketches and models of tunnels and floating 
bridges, with a miniature dish antenna on his 
head. 

The effect would be quite as fetching, 
dignified and appropriate as the boxer’s outfit 
Dr. McGeer sported on Thursday — his side- 
splittingly funny comment on a scuffle he had 
had the previous (fay with a CBC cameraman. 

Seriously, though, we are rather con¬ 
cerned.

How they died in ancient South America 




WASHINGTON — "Montezuma's 
revenge" was a South American ail¬ 
ment thousands of years before the 
first tourist ever came down with this 
notorious gastrointestinal complaint 

This is part of a profile of the 
health and life of the people who lived 
as much as 2.500 years ago in what is 
now South America. It is being de¬ 
tailed by Dr. Marvin Allison of the 
Medical College of Virginia in Rich¬ 
mond. 

He and a team of pathologists, 
supported by the National Geogra¬ 
phic Society, have filled in their pic¬ 
ture of these Indians, many living and 
dying long before Columbus and the 
Spanish conquest. They have per¬ 
formed autopsies on hundreds of 
mummies buried in the desert coastal 
valleys of Chile and Peru. 

As a result of six years’ work, they 
have also found that: 

a Tuberculosis threatened the 
peoples of the New World long before 
the arrival of the white man, contrary 
to previous belief. 

* Pneumonia and respiratory 
disease were the main cause of death 
in Latin America 3,000 years ago, just 
as they are there today. 

* Drugs were part of the scene 
before Columbus, some people using 
narcotics not for pleasure but ap¬ 
parently for religious reasons. 

* One of every two warfare vic¬ 
tims with fractured skulls survived 
head operations, though the surgeons 
had only obsidian knives and no anes¬ 
thetic.' 

Dr. Allison— not a physician, but 
a Ph.D and professor of clinical pa- 
ihology — has 30 years' experience 
working in Latin America, speaks 
Spanish fluently, and discourses in 
detail on the region's history and 
culture. 

He and his co-workers frequently- 
acted like medical detectives as they 
reconstructed violent deaths and ac-

cidents of hundreds to thousands of 
years ago. They found abundant evi¬ 
dence because the victims' bodies 
were mummified, dried quickly by 
the sun as it baked the graves— small 
chambers in the ground roofed over 
and sealed with sticks and dirt. 

Theoretically, by adding water the 
entire body could be restored to about 
the way it looked when buried. Dr. 
Allison says, "and you could perform 
an autopsy on them just like you could 
on a modern person." 

In practice, he says “we have 
rehydrated a hand, an arm, some 
internal organs." using a technique 
developed with Egyptian mummies. 

Examination of some mummies' 
gastrointestinal tracts revealed 
amoebas and bacteria that are 
causes of common intestinal illness 
— the complaint that tourists today 
often call "Montezuma’s or Atahuall- 
pa’s revenge" in memory of the Aztec 
and Inca emperors double-crossed 
and slaughtered by the Spanish con¬ 
quistadors. 

"As long as people were wander¬ 
ing around fishing and hunting and 
shepherding animals, the gastroin¬ 
testinal diseases did not seem to be 
very common," Dr. Allison said. 

“But once they settled into a vil¬ 
lage environment, the health prob¬ 
lems that arose from the contamina¬ 
tion of the water supply and the close 
contact from living in a village prob¬ 
ably gave rise to the start of today's 
epidemic-type gastrointestinal dis¬ 
eases. 

“Tuberculosis was definitely a 
disease native to the Americans be¬ 
fore Columbus and the Vikings,” said 
Dr. Allison, who has found at least 10 
cases, the victims dying as long as 
2,500 years ago. 



Bilingualism for Canada? 
It defies common sense

TORONTO — Whatever their 
mother tongue, Canadians arc likely 
to agree that language is a means of 
communication. 

Going about their 
business, they can 
buy and sell with 
some assurance that 
buyer and seller un¬ 
derstand one an¬ 
other. Provided the 
conversation is re¬ 
stricted to the goods 
concerned — a book, 
a pair of shoes — they 
are probably right. 

But once they stray from that 
material focus they are on softer 
ground. Let the conversation turn to 
w hat the book is about, or to whether 
the manufacture of shoes in Canada 
should be protected by a tariff, and 
they are much less likely to agree. 
Let it stretch into politics and they 
may simply not understand one an¬ 
other at all. 

In short, making ourselves under¬ 
stood is a chancy affair at best. If our 
listeners get half of our meaning we 
shall be doing well. If they remember 
a tenth of it for more than a day or so 
they will surprise us. 

Within a community, then, the 
prime purpose of language is 
achieved when the people who live 
there can go about their daily con¬ 
cerns with a common understanding 
of matters that affect them all. Road 
signs and traffic directions: news¬ 
papers and advertisements; the ex¬ 
change of goods and services; educa-

lion and employment— all are done 
in the common tongue. 

Canadians who visit other com¬ 
munities, where the common tongue 
is different, will take some pains to 
memorize the words and phrases 
needed for eating, resting and travel¬ 
ling. If they go there frequently on 
business they may take greater pains 
and attain fluency. If they go there to 
live, they will learn the common 
tongue. 

Canada’s difficulties arise not 
from the fact that two languages are 
spoken, but from the proposition that 
there can be two common tongues in 
the same community. If, as Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau declared in 
1977, "We are made for bilingua¬ 
lism,” we are not only unique: we 
contradict all human experience. 

As in so many human affairs, it is 
a matter of knowing where to draw 
the line. Canada is a country of two 
distinct communities. One is located 
in Quebec and northern New Bruns¬ 
wick, yvhere the common tongue is 
French. The other comprises the rest 
of Canada, where the common tongue 
is English. 

Few Canadians would object to the 
provision, in the main thoroughfares 
of the English part, of some road 
signs and traffic directions in 
French. 

Beyond that practical provision, 
however, attempts to blend the two 
communities peacefully are doomed 
to failure. When the national govern¬ 
ment establishes pockets from the 
French part in the English part the 
process leads naturally to demands 
for provision in those pockets of all 
the attributes of a French commu¬ 
nity, in short, substitution of French 
for English as the common tongue. 
How can that lead to anything but 
friction? What should be a means of 
communication is turned into a politi¬ 
cal weapon. 

Canadians are not divided by lan¬ 
guage. They arc being divided by 
political leaders who would enforce 
the exchange of one common tongue 
for another. What should be a means 
of helping people to understand one 
another is turned into a means of 
setting them apart.

Dr. Allison says he suspects tuber¬ 
culosis in all forms probably was one, 
of the most common diseases of the 
time and a leading cause of death. 

Examination of the mummies' 
lungs showed they were the main 
target of lethal disease. As a result, 
Dr. Allison says it is safe to say: “In 
rural Latin America today the cause 
of death has not changed in the last 
3.000 years. It is still pneumonia and 
respiratory disease in general.” 

Evidence of drugs, no strangers to 
primitive peoples, was found buried 
in the graves with some of the mum¬ 
mies. Kits perhaps included an inhal¬ 
er — a bird’s hollow leg bone — to 
sniff a narcotic powder into the nose, 
where it would be absorbed quickly 
through the mucus membrane. 

Drugs were not used for pleasure. 
Dr. Allison says, but as part of “a 
religious-type ceremony probably as¬ 
sociated with some form of worship." 

"Of all operations for head in¬ 
juries in the entire prehistoric world, 
perhaps 90 per cent were carried out 
in the region of lea in Peru — with a 
success rate of about 50 per cent,” 
Dr. Allison said. Survivors of this 
surgery to remove bone fragments 
and relieve pressure on the brain 
were identified by new bone growth 
and other signs of healing in the 
mummies’ skulls. 

In at least two cases, the scientist 
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says, surgeons patched holes in the 
skull with rounded caps carved from 
gourds. Once a head plate was fa¬ 
shioned of gold. 

Among (he mummies were war¬ 
riors Aho had recovered from re¬ 
markable injuries. One lived many 
years with an arrow head imbedded 
in his jaw, another with a large spear 
tip inside his healed-over chest. A 
victim with a jaw broken in two 
places, but “beautifully healed,” is a 
puzzle because he defied starvation 
and pain yet kept his jaw tied shut for 
the bone to mend. 

Occupational injuries and health 
hazards soared with the enslavement 
by the Spaniards. Dug-up remains 
showed frequerit fractures of ribs and 
collar bones, consequences of disci¬ 
plining kicks as* the Indians were 
forced to kneel before their masters. 
“One woman had 13 rib fraeturesvin 
various stages of healing,” Dr. Alli¬ 
son said. 


Saudi Arabia isn’t ready 
for role as Gulf defender

BAHRAIN — There are growing 
doubts among the rulers of the small 
and vulnerable Gulf states about 
the ability of Saudi Arabia to become 
the area’s dominant military power. 

Saudi petrobitlions spent lavishly 
on costly military projects have not 
brought a feeling of security and the 
spectre of foreign intervention 
haunts the sheikhs and emirs whose 
countries overlook the vital Gulf oil 
routes. 

Iraq is better suited to the role of 
the Gulf’s policeman. Its forces of 
225,000 have some of the latest hard¬ 
ware in the Soviet arsenal and, as the 
second major oil exporter in the 
Middle East, Iraq is becoming in¬ 
creasingly important in the Arab 
world. 

But Iraq is tied to the Soviet Union 
by a 15-year "treaty of friendship and 
co-operation,” an anathema to tradi¬ 
tionalist Arab rulers. Iraq may have 
the military muscle but the eyes of 
the Gulf are still turned toward 
Riyadh, the Saudi capital. 

However, the poor performance of 
the Saudi security forces during last 
November’s terrorist attack on the 
Grand Mosque at Mecca has shaken 
the confidence of the Gulf states in 
Saudi power. Subsequent moves by 
Saudi Arabia to seek co-operation 
with Iraq have raised a number of 
questions in the air-conditioned pal¬ 
aces in Kuwait, Qatar, Bahrain, the 
United Arab Emirates and Oman. 

The overall aim of the Gulf states 
is simple: to seek co-operation of their 
often minuscule military forces and 
to make sure that foreign influence 
. and military involvement are mini¬ 
mal. So far all plans are on paper 
only, while the waters of the Gulf are 
churned by American and Soviet 
warships and overflown by radar 
planes. 


The United States is the leading 
proponent of the plan to make Saudi 
Arabia the watchdog of the Gulf. 
The Americans are the main benefi¬ 
ciaries of the Saudis' massive mili¬ 
tary spending: about half of the 
estimated $15 billion Saudi defence 
budget this year will go to American 
firms for the purchase of hardware 
and construction contracts. 

The Americans see no alternative 
to Saudi Arabia as the Gulf's police¬ 
man after the overthrow of the shah. 
Iraq does not enter into consideration 
because of its commitment to the 
Soviet Union. 

Yet American diplomats and mili¬ 
tary attaches do not hide their scepti¬ 
cism about Saudi Arabia's ability to 
produce a valid military deterrent. 

“Yes. the Saudis have all the 
money they need,” one 'American 
diplomat said. "But they lack exper¬ 
tise, organization and manpower. 
Perhaps they will have it one day and 
we can only hope that it’s not too 
late.” 

The Saudis’ plans are grandiose. 
By 1985 they hope to have armed 
forces of 300,000 men instead of 
the present 60,000. They will be 
backed by some 30,000 paramilitary 
national guardsmen.. 

It is already by far the most ex¬ 
pensive military force in the world: 
Saudi Arabia spends roughly $233,000 
a year for every man under colours. 

The main problem is where to get 
enough volunteers for the armed 
forces. Conscription is being con- { 
sidered but it is not part of the Saudi 
tradition*, either of the desert bedouin 
or city merchants. 

The kingdom is vulnerable in 
many ways. Its sparse population of 
six million — no one knows the 
exact figure — lives either near the 
coastlines or in cities.

Monopoly. That was the dismal 
concept for Canadian pay-television 
which was regularly thrust before a 
committee which recently looked into 
the matter. The committee was com¬ 
posed of Canadian Radio-Television 
and Telecommunications Commis¬ 
sion members, provincial nominees 
and a northern representative. 

The Canadian Broadcasting Cor¬ 
poration, it reported, held that "com¬ 
petition among separate pay-TV un¬ 
dertakings would result in higher 
prices for foreign films and pro¬ 
grams." It argued for two monopo¬ 
lies, French speaking and English- 
speaking. 

The Canadian Cable Televison As¬ 
sociation wanted “a single national 
ggency for the procurement and 
packaging of programming, because 
the concentration of resources is 
necessary to ensure a consistent sup¬ 
ply of high-quality programs.” 

The Canadian Association of 
Broadcasters contended that “pay- 
TV should be provided by a central 
national operator, responsible for the 
acquisition and scheduling of pro¬ 
gramming." 

What is deeply depressing about 
the monopoly proposal, and the risk 
that the CRTC might support it, is 


that there is no surer way to depress 
creativity. The monopolists would 
order the programming they thought 
would be most likely to ensure large 
audiences and large profits. There 
would be little of that individual ar¬ 
tistic struggle at the grassroots level 
which throws up genuine artists. It 
would all be dictated from on high. 
The artists would submit, or go to 
some other country where there was 
more freedom for expression. 

It is seldom noticed that the new 
and the fresh are very often the pro¬ 
ducts of new and fresh minds. All in 
the Family, for example, became 
such a world-beater that the public is 
no doubt under the impression that it 
is an institutional production. Yet its 
producer, Norman Lear, explained as 
he accepted an Emmy for it in 1971 — 
as the outstanding comedy series ol 
the season — that he had spent three 
years trying to get the show on the 
air, and it only got there because a 
new president, Robert Wood, turned 
up at CBS to accept it.

Ray Perraull. the much-talk, do nothing Liber¬ 
al senator who is laughingly referred to as British 
Columbia's representative in the federal cabinet, 
makes the announcement his government will have 
no part of a $3 per ton subsidy on coal exported from 
northeastern B.C. Which. 1 guess, shouldn't be too 
surprising when geographic location is taken into 
consideration. 

On the basis of subsidies, or marketing boards 
or protectionism. I come out four-square against 
any such government giveaway. But there is signifi¬ 
cant disagreement when we digest this govern¬ 
ment's pandering to Quebec and Ontario in the 
matter of subsidies to the textile industry. 

It has been announced that Ottawa's direct 
subsidy to that industry amounts to $39,950 per year 
PER JOB. Excuse the repetition, but that is nearly 
40 grand for every job in the whole textile industry. 
It means all of us arc forced to pay much higher 
sums for our clothing. It means the Canadian 
industry is protected against clothing coming from 
Taiwan. Korea, Hong Kong, the United States and 
wayposts east. 

As Conservative MP Frank Oberle pul it, we, as 
a nation, would save money by paying every textile 
worker $15,000 or $30,000 a year and telling them to 
go fishing, golfing, hiking or hunting. 

But no subsidy for B.C. coal. 

MOVING RIGHT ALONG, (hat other Victoria 
newspaper used an eight column front page line to 
illustrate the negative. 

"15 per cent in B.C. would drop the Queen." 

However, the body of the story pointed out 48 per 
cent of British Columbians were in favor of reten¬ 
tion of the monarchial ties—which is, in actuality, 
one per cent higher than the national average. 
Shouldn’t the headline have stressed the positive 
rather than the negative? As a member of that 18 
per cent, I insist we are put upon by the negatives. 

NEXT WE HAVE the statement from Patrick 
Lucey McGcer, the science and Rube Goldberg 
minister in Premier Bennett’s cabinet. McGeer 
appeared to be non plussed about recommendation 
by a Vancouver consultant that any talk of a fixed 
link between the mainland and this corner of heaven 
be delayed at least two years. 

McGeek. never breaking stride, issues a crisp 
statement making it appear his whole fixed link 
approach has been vindicated rather than de¬ 
bunked. 

"I've always said it’s not a question of whether 
it should be built, but when," McGeer said. 

Gee, Mr. McGeer, isn't it usually the citizens, 
who send you to the legislature and who pay your 
handsome remuneration, who decide such weighty 
problems involving something so far-reaching in 
their lives? 

Pat McGeer is batting roughly .050 in this whole 
scenario. A preponderance of those directly in¬ 
volved—Vancouver Islanders and Gulf Islanders— 
do not want any such permanent relationship with 
mainland Canada. 

And in conversation with many of his Soared 
colleagues, there can be no escaping the conclusion 
they are up to here with McGeer’s plan and would be 
quite happy to sec the whole thing given permanent 
mothball status. 

The question, in light of such opposition, is why 
Premier Bill doesn't insist that McGeer cease and 
desist such obviously unwanted theorizing? There is 
no question many millions of dollars will have to be 
spent updating the ferry fleet and ferry terminals 
during the next few years. But these expenditures 
would have to be made regardless of any possible 
fixed link construction—the system could not be left 
without additions and repairs during construction of 
a permanent crossing. 

And if nothing else moves the premier to silence 
McGeer, maybe costs will. There is no way engi¬ 
neers can give anything resembling a final cost 
figure on such a grandiose plan, but you can rest 
assured it would be ntany, many billions of dollars. 
Mr. Premier, we can't afford it—spell out the facts 
, of life to P.L. McGeer—once and for all. 


Sunday closing 
law needs clout 


Advertising in British 
Columbia papers for Sun¬ 
day selling is nearly seven 
times as great as in five 
other provinces together, 
reports the Canadian Press 
clipping service, from 
January to May 1980 inclu¬ 
sive. 

This does not reflect a 
much different situation 
from the citizens’ attitudes 
as it does the non-interfer¬ 
ence policy of the present 
administration, in enforce¬ 
ment of Sunday closing 
law. 

Far from rectifying it. 
Bill No. 8, the Holiday Clo¬ 
sing Act, will tend to wors¬ 
en the situation, it is very 
widely believed in the prov¬ 
ince and elsewhere in Can 
ada. 

The government needs to 
head the extremely strong 
reaction against the bill, 
and enact legislation that 
has province-wide applica¬ 
tion. Why should munici¬ 
palities throughout the 
province have unloaded 
upon them the task, time 
inconvenience and cost of 
preparing and conducting 
referendums, when the at¬ 
torney-general could sim¬ 
plify the whole process at 
the fount of law? 

Besides, it seems incum¬ 
bent constitutionally for 
him to do so, because prov¬ 
inces are not competent to 
delegate power to enact 
Sunday law to subordinate 
governments. Any such 
law could be successfully 
challenged in court. Alber¬ 
ta recognized this in its

Ontario, 
then to families and mayors of Quebec by families and 
mayors from all other provinces and territories (includ- 
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mg Victoria's Bill Tindall), to Claude Hyan and to the 
Quebec Liberal caucus in Ottawa—all of which re¬ 
ceived mounting media coverage in Quebec with, accord¬ 
ing to competent observers, a not inconsiderable effect on 
the referendum result 

As I told reporters in Montreal at the time, while 
voluntary, nation wide petitions entailed considerable 
cost, ours began in Charlottetown with nothing and would 
end in debt, carried along on the conviction that Canada 
must be kept together and in faith that money could be 
raised afterwards to pay leftover bills. To date, $16,400 in 
bank and personal loans—and bills—are outstanding, 
for which I am responsible. 

I am confident that Aid. McElroy will wish to pub¬ 
licly correct erroneous impressions and the city council 
reconsider its decision in order to assist us in our 
determination to fully retire all our financial obli¬ 
gations.

WASHINGTON <AP) - 
Grntral Motor* Corf, built 
at least 4 million 1975-80 
cars with major defects 
and Illegally withheld the 
information from buyers, 
the U S Federal Trade 
Commission said Friday. 

The defects involving 
transmissions, camshafts 
and diesel-engine fuel 
pumps "'could cost Ameri¬ 
can consumers up to $50 
million in unexpected re¬ 
pairs," FTC staff member 
Tracy Wes ten said. 

In Detroit, General 
Motors said in a statement, 
“We think the FTC com¬ 
plaint is unwarranted and 
we intend to contest it 
vigorously.” 

If the FTC can prove its 
charges of “unfair and de¬ 
ceptive trade practices," 
the automaker could be or¬ 
dered to pay for repairs or 
reimburse consumers who 
have already paid for 
them. The charges will be 
the subject of hearings be¬ 
fore an administrative law 
judge.

After pricing negotiations col¬ 
lapsed. Alberta unilaterally 
raised its domestic oil prices by

The Journal says: ^ 
"Ottawa's final on-pricing 
offer to Alberta asked the West to 


accept 25 per rent less resource 
revenue than Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau claimed. 

"Preliminary revenue project 
ions show Alberta. Saskatche 
wan and British Columbia would 
have received $10 billion less 
in royalties and corporate tax 
revenue than the 540 billion Mr 
Trudeau insisted the West would 
have received under his July 25 
offer." • 

Alberta is Canada's largest oil- 
and-gas producing province. 
Saskatchewan is a distant sec¬ 
ond in oil production and British 


Columbia a distant second in gas 
production 

The Journal says the three pro¬ 
ducing provinces' revenue might 
have been reduced further “had 
Ottawa imposed a petroleum 
levy high enough to force the 
provinces to pump some of their 
own revenue back into the oil in¬ 
dustry." 

The Journal did not reveal the 
source of its calculations but said 
Alberta Energy Minister Merv 
Leitch has not completed his 
calculations of the differences in 


the federal and Alberta pack¬ 
ages. 

"Calculations Indicate the 
three provinces would have re¬ 
ceived $11 billion In royalties 
and corporate tax Increases, f4 
billion in federal spending on 
unspecified western industrial 
development projects and an¬ 
other $5 billion that Ottawa cal- 
culated Alberta would receive In 
oil and gas lease purchases. 

"That adds up to 540 billion, 
but it does not add up to the same 
540 billion the Clark government 
offered. The Clark offer called 


for 540 billion in royalties and 
taxes alone." 

"If lease payments and special 
development funds had been in¬ 
cluded. the Clark government 
offer would have been valued at 
about 550 billion for the West." 

Lougheed had said before the 
ill-fated pricing talks with Tru¬ 
deau that Alberta wanted the 
same net benefits as would have 
been provided under the agree¬ 
ment he almost reached with 
Ottawa before the Joe Clark 
government was defeated.

U.S. house sales ““ Crows Nest inks coal pact 
improve for June 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Sales of new single-family 
houses rose 16 per cent In 
June, the government re¬ 
ported Friday, another in¬ 
dication the beginnings of 
recovery from the recess¬ 
ion are under way. House 
prices climbed sharply. 

June sales were at a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted annual 
rate of 535,000, compared to 
161,000 in May, the depart¬ 
ments' of Commerce and 
Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment reported joint¬ 
ly. 

"The bottom ol the re¬ 
cession has been hit and 
we’re coming up as far as 
housing is concerned," said 
Jack Carlson, chief econo¬ 
mist for the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Realtors. 

The report parallels ear¬ 
lier announcements that 
construction starts of new 
houses increased 30 per 
cent in June and retail 


store sales increased 1.4 
percent. 

As house sales rose in 
June, so did prices. T|k“ 
median U.S. price of a new 
one-family house rose from 
$63,500 in May to $66,800 ig^ 
June, an increase of 5 per 
cent. Median means as 
many homes were sold 
above that price as below. 

The rise in both sales and 
prices was steepest in the 
western United States, 
where sales increased 10 
per cent and the median 
price rose from $73,900 to 
$77,900. 

In the northeastern 
states, the median price 
rose f rom $66,800 to $68,600; 
in the north-central stales 
from $62,300 to $63,600: and 
in the south from $59,000 to 
$59,200. 

The June annual rate of 
sales still was 23 per cent 
below the rate of 698,000 for 
June 1979.

We for whom faith has a place of centrality in our 
lives need humor as protection against unneccssarj 
solemnity and the wrong kinds of seriousness. 

The Anglican theologian. J. V. Langmead Cassertey. 
put the matter in this way: “Humor is really God s 
weapon, our way of realizing how ridiculous we are 
when we take ourselves too seriously. Like all mortal 
men. Christian men are not infrequently absurd. It is 
good to be reminded of this." 

But there is humor and there is humor. Humor can 
be an agency of honest self-acceptance and humility; 
humor can be a blunt instrument of self-assertive- 
ness and arrogance. Humor can warm the heart: humor 
can chill the heart. One person's humor is another's 
heartbreak. 

Stephen Leacock defined humor as “the kindly con¬ 
templation of the incongruities of life, and the ar¬ 
tistic expression thereof.” lfe added that humor “is 
bom, as it were, in perplexity, in contemplation of the 
insoluble riddle of existence." 

But kindliness is not a conspicuous quality of 
much of today's humor. Some of it makes fun of the 
other person's weaknesses and failures, delights in his 
or her discomfort and embarrassment. It goes in for 
the polished insult and well-honed sarcasm. Practitioners 
of this kind of humor seem to feel that they stand so much 
the taller if they cut dow n the other person. 

I have a theory that one way in humor, satire, can 
bo beneficial to a democratic society. But much of 
our current satire is really quite humorless. The mere 
savaging of father-figures and ihe easy prodding of 
sacred cows done with self-esteeming petulance are 
nut always to be taken as satire of intellectual .pene¬ 
tration. 

Some satire today is merely wounding for the 
sake of giving the wounder satisfaction rather than, so 
to speak, delicate surgery for the sake of healing. The 
true satirist is able to look satirically al himself or 
herself as well as at this and that dismaying aspect 
of society. 

Humor has healing and creative power only when it 
is inward-probing as well as outward-thrusting. The 
late Gordon W. Allport, one of the more influential psy¬ 
chologists of our time, made this observation: "We have 
grounds for suposing a person's sense of humor is closely 
related to his degree of self-insight. . . . One who can 
laugh at himself is unlikely to feel greatly superior to 
others. . . . Humor tells us that our total horizon of life is 
too wide to be compressed into our present rigidities." 

“The neurotic who learns to laugh at himself." Dr. 
Allport said, "may be on the way to self-manage¬ 
ment. perhaps to cure.” 

Humor can help keep us religious people from tak¬ 
ing ourselves too seriously in the wrong ways and pro 
tect us iigainsr' the pious pretentiousness we some¬ 
times indulge in. Father Gerald Vann, a Homan Catholic 
writer, said that "the cultivation of a right sense 
of humor can be one of the forms of piety.”

Debris from comet to shower earth this weekend 


TW* weekend's fnrerasl 
(alls (or mlermiltenl me 
leor showers and lighl- 
streaked skin u the earth 
passes through clouds of 
cosmic debris left in the 
solar system by a passing 
comet. 

Ian Halliday. a meteor 
expert with the National 
Research Council in Ot¬ 
tawa. said in an Interview 
Friday that the annual Per- 
sied meteor shower should 
be visible every night this 
weekend and the shower 
should peak Monday night. 


"For Ibis weekend wo 
can expect a fairly spec¬ 
tacular shower as there 
will be no moonlight,” be 
said. "It will peak Monday 
night but Sunday and Toes- 
day will be pretty big 
nights, too.” 

The shower is named 
after the Persied constella¬ 
tion from which it appears 
the meteors fall. 

Would-be meteor 
watchers should drive 
away from the bright light 
of town and city if they 


expect to get a good view of 
the shower. The bent view¬ 
ing hours will be around 
midnight. Halliday said. 

The meteors are mostly 
small pieces of rock, dust 
and Ice left by the Swifl- 
Tuttley Comet, last seen in 
1M2, and will not survive 
their fiery entry into the 
earth's atmosphere.

While Attorney-General Allan 
Williams was introducing his Holiday 
Shopping Regulation Act in the Legis 
lature on Friday. Municipal Affairs 
Minister William Vander Zalm was 
making Sunday horse racing pos¬ 
sible. 

The Williams bill effectively 
closes down Sunday unless a munici¬ 
pality specifically wishes to pass a 
bylaw opening up holiday activities. 

THE VANDER ZALM bill, a 


major revamping of the Municipal 
Act. quietly permits any municipality 
with a Sunday sport bylaw to allow 
horse racing on Sundays. 

North Saanich, home of Sandown 
racetrack, does not have a Sunday 
sport bylaw but Vancouver, home of 
Exhibition Park, does. 

North Saanich, under the new act, 
will be able to get into the Sunday 
punting business if and when it ap¬ 
proves the idea of Sunday sport. 


NORTH SAANICH Mayor Eric 
Sherwood said Friday it didn't make 
any difference to him if Sunday rac¬ 
ing were allowed at Sandown. 

"Sunday. Saturday and Tuesday 
are all the same to me when it comes 
to sport," Sherwood said in an inter¬ 
view. 

The Williams move came as a 
surprise as the attorney-general in¬ 
troduced the new holiday shopping 
bill which, with certain exceptions, 
closes down Sunday and holiday 


shopping activities unless a munici¬ 
pality or regional district specifi¬ 
cally opens the doors with a local 
bylaw. 

UNDER THE originally-proposed 
legislation, the problem of holiday 
shopping would have been dumped 
entirely into the hands of municipali¬ 
ties and regional districts, with each 
expected to set its own terms and re¬ 
strictions. 

With the introduction of Williams' 


new bill, the original bill. Introduced 
April 10 but never reintroduced for 
second reading, is expected to die on 
the order paper. 

The new bill states that no retail 
business can be conducted on a Sun 
day or a holiday unless permitted 
by the Lord's Day Act, special local 
bylaws, permission from the cabinet 
or if listed in the specified excep¬ 
tions. 

LISTED AS BEING eligible to 


trade on Sundays and holidays are 
businesses which sell foodstuffs, an 
tiques. newspapers and periodicals, 
handicrafts and sundries, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, pharmaceuticals, 
nursery stock, meals, accommoda 
tion. movies, culture or other amuse¬ 
ments. 

Williams said that from the pro¬ 
vincial standards, individual muniei 
palities would be able to expand 
openings as the local community de 
sired.

He said the baggage section of the car had been 
converted for passenger duty with bench seats 
placed along each side. 

Two refurbished cars were to have arrived by- 
June 8 as replacements for cars that are now 25 
years old. 

The real insult, says Cooper, is that Via Rail has 
presented the Dominion Atlantic Railway that runs 
between Halifax and Yarmouth with cars far supe 
rior to the one sent to Vancouver Island. 

"They’ve been completely rebuilt with carpet¬ 
ing throughout and on-train snack service," he 
said. , 

"This is wnat we were led to believe we were 
going to get." 

In addition, Via has aided the Dominion Atlantic 
Railway by removing the Friday restriction from 
the three-day weekend excursion package, Cooper 
says. But the Friday ban remains on the E&N. 



Printers plan to fight layoffs 


Printers of Victoria 
Press Ltd. will meet 
with their lawyer next 
week to discuss possible 
arbitration in their bat¬ 
tle against layoffs that 
have been ordered in ad¬ 
vance of next month’s 
merger of The Daily 
Colonist and Victoria 
Times. 

Some 61 layoffs are to 
take effect at the end of 
this month, 24 of them 
involving printers who 
are members of the In¬ 
ternational Typographi¬ 
cal Union. 

Another 29 involve the 
Newspaper Guild, 20 in 
the newsroom staffs of 
the two papers which 
are to be reborn Sept. 2 
as the Times-Colonist 
and The Sunday Colo¬ 
nist. 

The ITU, which 
served notice earlier 
that it intended to use 
the grievance procedure 
to fight the layoffs, met 
with management Fri¬ 
day. The guild has a 
meeting set with man¬ 
agement Tuesday and 
union officials repre¬ 
senting stereotypers in¬ 
tend to contact the com¬ 
pany Monday to arrange 
a similar meeting. 

The ITU reported fol¬ 
lowing its meeting that 
the company contended 
there “was nothing to 
arbitrate." 

Because of this, the 
union said it will ask its 
lawyer’s advice on 
whether to seek the ser¬ 
vices of an arbitrator 
through mutual agree¬ 
ment of both sides, or re¬ 
quest that one be ap¬ 
pointed by Labor 
Minister Jack Heinrich. 


ARBITRATION GROUNDS STUDIED 


Whatever the case, 
the first job of the arbi¬ 
trator would be to decide 
whether the union really 
has a case for arbitra¬ 
tion, Tom Ferris, ITU 
chairman of the Victoria 
Press chapel said. 

The guild’s meeting 
will be the second since 
Monday and one the 
union hopes will provide 
some answers to propos¬ 
als that were made at 
the first meeting in an 
effort to reduce or ease 
the impact of the lay¬ 
offs.

tims, at least for the 
nine-month period in 
which they are eligible 
for recall. 

The union will also in¬ 
vestigate ways in which 
the medical and dental 
plans of those laid off 
can be maintained. 

Victoria Press presi¬ 
dent Colin McCullough 
said Friday’s meeting 
with the ITU had been 
amicable. It was his un¬ 
derstanding, however, 
that the union was meet¬ 
ing its lawyer to dis¬ 
cuss the grievance pro¬ 
cedure rather than an 
immediate move to ar¬ 
bitration. 


Sale of CBC premises 
would be ‘giveaway’ 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corpora¬ 
tion's unused television studio at Blan 
shard and Kings is a “Cadillac" studio 
that would probably sell for the discount 
price of about $2 million, says the treasur¬ 
er of the CFRE Public Broadcasting So¬ 
ciety. 

John Elliot said Friday that anyone 
buying the building would end up get¬ 
ting a sizeable discount. 

"Whilesome$3.5 million in lax money 
has gone into it. it would only sell for 
about $2 million." 

Elliot said the building was built for 
televisioh, and is “a first-class studio. 
Few expenses were spared. It’s a Cadil¬ 
lac, to a degree." 

Elliott and other CFRE officials were 
at the Newcombc Auditorium Thurs¬ 
day night to explain to about 200 people 
why the society hopes to take over the 


CBC building for a province-wide public 
television network. 

CFRE's projected capital and operat¬ 
ing budget includes the option of leas¬ 
ing the studio from the CBC, or from 
another government agency that might 
buy the facility, for about $300,000 a year. 

Elliot said CFRE wanted time to 
establish its credibility and its credit. 

With or without the CBC building, he 
said, the society was working to raise 
about $5 million annually. 

He said the society would embark on a 
grassroots subscription drive with an 
initial goal of 20,000 members at $5 each. 

The 150-member society’s next meet¬ 
ing will be telecast this fall on cable 
television, he said. 

In the meantime, be said, member¬ 
ships are available by writing CFRE.

Alderman’s admission incredible, says Tindall 


Mayor William Tindall said Fri¬ 
day he finds it incredible that any city 
alderman would say publicly he 
doesn’t know what is happening on 
planning for the proposed downtown 
conference centre. 

In a statement to the Colonist, 
Tindall said he deplored comments 
Thursday by Aid. Ron McKenzie 
who said the convention centre was 
headed for disaster because key par¬ 
ticipants were not being kept in¬ 
formed of planning changes. 


THE DOWNTOWN economic de¬ 
velopment committee of council, 
which McKenzie chairs, voted Thurs¬ 
day to ask for a meeting next Friday 
with Provincial Capital Commission 
chief executive officer George Giles 
to be brought up to date on financing, 
management structure and related 
planningtm the centre. 

Said an angry Tindall: 

"All members of council are fully 
aware of the sequential procedure 
that has to be followed. 


“ANY MEMBER of council has a 
responsibility and indeed an obliga¬ 
tion if they are not aware of what is 
happening in any given area to find 
out. 

"It is a simple matter of picking 
up a telephone and making a call. 

“I think it is deplorable to suggest 
that there are planning processes 
going on in secret. The inference is 
there that the PCC is proceeding with 
decision making without consulting 


anyone, which is completely inaccu¬ 
rate.

“THE ALDERMEN ARE aware a 
public hearing had to be held. They 
had to vote on it. The advisory design 
panel had to review the design pro¬ 
posal. 

"Their recommendation has to go 
to committee B and from there to city 
council with a recommendation and 
that’s in the process now.

A: Why don't you try producing new 
spreading evergreens from the ones 
you already have? Probably (he sim¬ 
plest way is to push a branch into the 
soil just a few inches from the tip.

It’s usually difficult to transplant a 
large evergreen with the necessary 
large ball of earth successfully so 
rooting the tips is a better bet, al¬ 
though of course it does involve a 
much longer wait than a visit to the 
local nursery. 

Q: "There’s been abundant green 
growth but poor root development in 
my vegetable crops this year. What 
could account for that?" 

A: It’s likely your soil is suffering 
an imbalance. Excess nitrogen in 
comparison with other nutrients pro¬ 
duces this overly lush green growth at 
the expense of root and flower forma¬ 
tion. 

The problem can be overcome by 
mulching with sawdust which helps 
use up the nitrogen in breaking the 
sawdust down. Add a balanced fertil¬ 
izer with the sawdust or apply a 
fertilizer rich in phosphorus and pot¬ 
ash rather than in nitrogen. 

Q: “I’ve been having rotten luck 
with my turnips to the point where

A: Turnips that crack open and 
begin to rot are often the targets of 
unfriendly bacterial action. If you 
discover maggots in the turnip*, 
make a note mentally nr In your 
garden diary to plant future seed 
with maggot powder and treat with 
Diazinon as the plant grows. 

Turnips, to be grown successful^-, 
need to be thinned early and spared 
widely to prevent rapid spread of any 
bacterial rot throughout the crop. Al¬ 
ways remove any diseased turnips 
immediately. 

Q: “The leaves of my Iris have been 
turning brown and drying and I'm 
wondering if there's anything I can do 
to prevent this.” 

The condition of your Iris may be 
due to crown or rhizome rot fungi, or 
to overcrowding and lack of water. If 
there are any signs of gray mold, or 
white fungus threads, remove and 
destroy all infected rhizomes. And be 
sure not to replant Iris in that same 
spot. 

Q: “This is the first year I've grown 
glads and I’m wondering what to do 
with them this fall.” 

A: The quality of the giadiolas 
which grace your vases next year will 
dependoupon how well you look after 
the corms this fall. If it’s a long dry 
fall, wait for the first frost before 
lifting them but if it’s wet, don't 
wait too long or the corms could rot in 
the ground.

after the plant has bloomed but thrdw 
out any corms which haven’t formed 
these new ones. The old one w)ll 
appear withered and dry beneath (he 
newly formed corm. Get off the 
foliage and allow the corms to dry 
indoors until they can be cleaned up 
easily without breaking your fin¬ 
gernails. 

The used-up dried corm should be 
removed from the bottom of the new 
corm. Store just a few In a paper bhg 
with sulphur shaken up into the bag 
This will protect the corm from 
Insect infestation. Above all, do not 
plant glads in any section of the 
garden where glads have been plant¬ 
ed during the last four years. 

During the blooming season for 
glads, it's a fine idea to tour neigh¬ 
bors' gardens for varieties and colors 
you don’t have. Tagging the desirfd 
plants for exchanges in the fall is. a 
pleasant social task and an easy-dn- 
the-pocketbook way to increase your 
stock. J

A: The standard procedure in hoihe 
gardens is to wait till the tops wittier 
as this is the sign the tubers are 
mature. Taking the tops off beftfre 
that could result in immature tubers 
high in water content, subject to eafcy 
bruising and discoloration, plus 
they’ll not keep well. 



Except for a disturbed 
period of my adolescence 
when I thought I wanted to 
be a newspaperman, my 
ambition was to be like one 
of those landed English 
gentlemen who were occu¬ 
pied full-time in the man¬ 
agement of their estates. 

I had seen them often in 
the movies or encountered 
them in English novels, 
those genteel fellows who 
were kind to their servants, 
their dogs, and their wives, 
and were not above going 
down to the sty to help out 
with the sow; who dressed 
in riding togs every morn¬ 
ing to inspect their walls, 
and changed into tweeds to 
deal with tradesmen, bal¬ 
ance their accounts, tend to 
their correspondence, and, 
periodically, as conditions 
warranted, compose firm 
but graceful letters to the. 
London Times. 

Most of my life, alas, I 
had no land and no estate to 
manage. I was a rolling 
stone. But now, too late, 
I’m afraid, to make a ca¬ 
reer of it, I find myself with 
rather a larger piece of 
land than one needs to sur¬ 
vive in the city, and an 
establishment of machines 
and appliances that re¬ 
quires my full attention. 

I could very easily put in 
a 12-hour day in its man¬ 
agement; but unfortunate¬ 
ly, no financial inheritance 
came with it, as I assume it 
does in the case of landed 
English gentlemen, and I 
am obliged to work full¬ 
time in commerce, so to

I just don’t see how 
those English chaps do it, 
not to mention standing for 
Parliament and running up 
to London to see their mis¬ 
tresses. 

In just the past few weeks 
I have been so busy manag- 
ing my estate that I’ve 
hardly had time to feed my 
dogs. But of course I have 
fOd them, since feeding 
one’s animals takes prece¬ 
dence over paying one’s 
bills in the value system of 
the gentry. 

We have been in our 
house for 30 years, and it 
seems as if everything has 
broken down all at once. 
Homeowners always have 
problems, but we have 
been engulfed. 

It began with the! ter¬ 
mites, which had finally 
gone too far and made their 
presence known by flying 
about in my study.

It is the 
kind that can be controlled 
from a distance by a hand¬ 
held genie, but for at least 
10 years the garage has 
been too full of junk for 
even one car to be parked 


inside it, much less two, 
and the genie was lost. I 
had put the automatic door 
in to make it easier for my 
wife to get the trash barrels 
out of the garage. Even 
after the genie vanished 
she could open it by going 
round to the back door and 
pushing a button; but fin¬ 
ally it stopped working 
altogether and there was no 
way to get the trash barrels 
out except by dragging 
them clear through the ga¬ 
rage to the back door. I 
finally made the decision to 
have the door fixed and get 
a new genie. That is really 
the hardest part of house¬ 
hold management—mak¬ 
ing the decisions. 

Then the pool heater 
stopped working. I had to 
notify the pool man to see to 
it at once. I have been using 
the pool for therapy, and it 
isn’t therapeutic if the 
water’s cold. 

Then the refrigerator 
started leaking. Since it 
was the kitchen refrigera¬ 
tor, not the bar refrigera¬ 
tor, I didn’t consider it ur¬ 
gent. The kitchen has a 
linoleum floor which is 
easy to mop up. But my 
wife seemed to think it a 
nuisance, so I had to get a 
repairman in. 

Then the fountain 
stopped working. It has had 
good years and bad, but 
recently we had a patio 
built to give it a setting, and 
installed a new pump. It 
was the new pump that 
failed. I have had the gar¬ 
dener working on it, but at 
this moment it is still out of 
order. . 




Then the cooler failed: It 
wasn’t until one of those 
warm humid days of late 
that we realized it wasn’t 
working and probably 
hadn’t been since they 
turned everything off to fu¬ 
migate the house. One of 
our sons went out and 
worked with it for half an 
hour and finally solved the 
problem. We heard it go on, 
and almost at once cool air 
blew down from the ceiling 
grilles. 

"What did you do?" I 
asked. 

“There’s an on-off 
switch,” he said. “I turned 
it on.” 

Now we have received a 
notice from the fire depart¬ 
ment that we have 15 days 
to clear out our weeds or 
the city will do it for us, and 
put it on our tax bill. We got 
the same kind of notice last 
year. I hired a man to clear 
the weeds, but now I won¬ 
der if it wouldn’t be better 
to let the city do it and put it 
on my tax bill. 

The son who fixed the 
cooler phoned yesterday to 
say that he forgot to tell us 
that we don’t have a seal on 
our electric meter. “They 
could say you’ve been 
stealing electricity,” he 
said. 

That’s silly. I wouldn't 
steal electricity. And how 
do I know they aren’t steal¬ 
ing electricity from mo? 
Why should I be respon¬ 
sible for putting a seal on 
my meter? It isn’t my 
meter anyway. It’s theirs.

Major changes in the 
Municipal Act. introduced 
to the Legislature Friday, 
will enable a person or a 
corporation occupying 
premises in a municipality 
to vote in municipal elec¬ 
tions. 

Municipal Affairs Minis 
ter Bill Vander Zalm said 
the change was aimed 
basically at businessmen 
who rent business space in 
one municipality but reside 
in another. Once the new 
act becomes law they will 
be able to vote once in the 
municipality in which they 
reside and once in the 
municipality in which their 
business is located. 

In the event that the busi¬ 
nessman operates two or 
more businesses in one 
municipality he can only 
vote in the name of one 
company. 

Other changes in voting 
procedures involve persons 
who reside in one section of 
a regional district but own 
property in a second elec¬ 
toral area. A recent court 
decision ruled that existing 
legislation prevented the 
person from voting in the 
area where he owned prop¬ 
erty if he had first voted in 
the area in which he resid¬ 
ed. 

The new act will permit 
the person to qualify in a 
municipality as a resident 
voter and in an electoral 
area as a non-resident 
property owner. Votes, 
could be cast in both areas.

Pilot safe ,

A CFB Comox Buffalo 
aircraft took to the skies 
Friday morning to search 
for a float plane after it 
failed to show up as indi¬ 
cated by its flight plan.

Zalm said. "Furthermore, 
the conducting of regional 
elections would become al¬ 
most hopelessly complicat¬ 
ed.” 

Another amendment 
clearly spells out the of¬ 
fence of filling out a false 
voter’s registration form. 

"There have been allega¬ 
tions, particularly with re¬ 
spect to those people who 
register on polling days, 
that unqualified people 
were being brought to the 
polls,” Vander Zalm said. 

Once the new act is law, 
the fine for false declara¬ 
tions will be $5,000. 

Tucked away in the mid¬ 
dle of the new legislation is 
a section granting tax ex¬ 
emptions to floating dry- 
docks having a lift capacity 
in excess of 20,000 tonnes. 

"This is a general ex¬ 
emption for all such float¬ 
ing drydocks,” Vander 
Zalm said. “It is significant 
inasmuch as it is part of the 
arrangement with respect 
to the construction of the 
Burrard Floating Drydoek 
negotiated between the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments.” 

Another amendment 
streamlines procedures 
dealing with land use con¬ 
tracts. 

Vander Zalm said the 
current method of amend¬ 
ing old land-use contracts 
is cumbersome, expensive 
and involves an application 
to the courts. The present 
system could also allow for 
substantive changes in 
land use being permitted 
outside the control of a 
local council. 

Under the new act, where 
the parties to the original 
contract agree, it may be 
changed by bylaw with the 
consent of both parties and 
providing the changes are 
"not of substance.” 

The second change in 
land-use contract proce¬ 
dures provides for minor 
variations to be made by 
the issuance of a develop¬ 
ment permit. 

Consequential to the 
land-use amendments is a 
section permitting munici¬ 
palities to charge a fee for 
processing applications. 

And there are amend¬ 
ments to bring Christmas 
joy to storekeepers who, 
under the existing legisla¬ 
tion,can only remain open 
for seven full business days 
before Christmas. Under 
the new legislation they 
will be able to remain open 
for 21 business days, if the 
local council approves.

The following week, Maietle came to Victoria where 
he applied once again for income assistance and received

Malette pleaded guilty lo the fraud charge and was 
sentenced to four months to be served consecutive lo a 
two-inonth sentence on a theft-related conviction in 
Vancouver. 

"COULD I have a fine imposed instead." asked a 
29-year-oid Vancouver man after Judge Harold Alder 
sentenced him to 30 days in jail. 

“No sir,” replied Judge Alder who stuck by his 30- 
day sentence for James Rickards, who pleaded guilty to 
shoplifting. 

The court was told that a security officer in a down 
town department store observed Rickards Thursday 
as he unsuccessfully attempted to negotiate a re- 
fund fora book. 

Rickards was followed out of the store where he 
was overheard asking the directions to a nearby book 
store where he subsequently attended and was ob¬ 
served stealing a book valued at $29.95. 

Rickards was on probation at the time of the Vic¬ 
toria offence for similar conyictions last fall in Van¬ 
couver. 

RODNEY DAVID Matthews, 18, of no fixed address, 
was given a suspended sentence plus six months pro¬ 
bation to include 25 hours of community service work 
after he pleaded guilty to possession of stolen prop¬ 
erty. 

Counsel told the court that the only reason that 
Matthews was in possession of two cartons of stolen 
cigarettes Wednesday, was because he had no money 
to live on as he was too young to qualify for social 
assistance. 

Judge Alder questioned why Matthews and other 
young people in similar circumstances did not earn 
some money to at least pay for food.

Interior trip 
for cabinet 
‘in works’ 


The provincial cabinet 
will ride the rods through 
the interior of B.C. in late 
September—if the current 
sitting of the House is ad¬ 
journed by then. 

Premier Bennett con¬ 
firmed Friday that plans 
were in the works for a 
“working trip” up th B.C. 
Railway from North Van¬ 
couver to Prince George, 
with the tentative starting 
date Sept. 22. 

Stops would be made 
along the way to meet with 
local municipal councils, 
hear presentations from 
local groups “and possibly 
make some on-the-spot de¬ 
cisions which would other¬ 
wise take some time." 

From Prince George the 
premier and the cabinet 
will travel via CNR to 
Prince Rupert and return 
to Vancouver Island via the 
Queen of the North ferry 
running between Rupert 
and Port Hardy. 

Between whistle-stop 
local meetings, Bennett 
said he wanted all mem¬ 
bers of the cabinet to get a 
first-hand look at transport 
problems “the solution of 
which is the key to northern 
development. Down here 
we sometimes misunder¬ 
stand how vital transporta 
lion is, but the people who 
live in isolated areas don't 
misunderstand," he said. 

On the northern trek the 
premier also expects to 
participate in the official 
opening of B.C. Hydro’s la¬ 
test project at Site One on 
the Peace River. 

He also hopes to find time 
to get the cabinet at least to 
the edge of the giant north¬ 
east coalfields, "an area 
which forms almost 25 per 
cent of the landmass of the 
province and which is vir¬ 
tually unserved by roads or 
railways.” 

For the past several 
months the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has been trying to 
put together a road and rail 
network to serve the coal¬ 
fields and the natural gas 
fields which lie on the Al- 
berta-B.C. border. Karlier 
this week the federal gov¬ 
ernment announced that it 
would not participate in 
what it regards as a sub¬ 
sidy to bring the coal deal 
with Japan to fruition. 

At stake is a five-million- 
tonne export package of 
metalurgical coal plus a 
oae million-tonne a year 
(fermal coal deal. 

Bennett said he couldn't 
understand the federal 
government's reluctance 
to participate in a project 
which “would make thbm a 
lot of money, something 
they are very short of at 
this time." 

He said Canada was 
served by three earthbound 


transportation corridors 
“one is asphalt, the other 
steel and the third is our 
waterways. When we build 
a road to open up an area, 
to link one part of the coun 
try with another, we don't 
charge tolls to run along 
that highway. We build it 
and we maintain it because 
that’s the way it’s done. 

“I think we should take 
the same approach to rail¬ 
ways. an approach the 
CNR has traditionally 
taken." 

As for subsidies for the 
building of railways. Pre¬ 
mier Bennett said “the 
greatest subsidy in history 
was paid to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in the 
form of huge land grants 
which still give that com¬ 
pany control over a big part 
of our country.” 

He said B.C. was not 
looking for a subsidy to 
help get northeast coal to 
market. “All we are look 
ing for are freight rates 
which are comparative to 
the rates charged by the 
CPR when it hauls south¬ 
east coal from the interior 
to Roberts Bank.” 

Bennett said that al 
though the initial contracts 
with Japan would be for a 
total of six million tonnes a 
year, “the tonnage could 
eventually be astronomi¬ 
cal. It is more than just 
price that is attracting the 
Japanese and more than 
just the quality of the 
northeast coal. They are 
looking for secure supply 
and are willing to pay a 
little extra for that. We can 
offer them that security if 
we can open up this other 
frontier." 

Bennett said fears ex¬ 
pressed by communities in 
the southeast section of the 
province that northeast de¬ 
velopment could result in 
the loss of southeast jobs, 
were unfounded. 

“I think you’ve seen the 
evidence of that in the past 
few months with the sign¬ 
ing of new contracts for 
southeast coal by Korea 
and Japan,” he said. "The 
development of the north¬ 
east will not harm the 
southeast in the least."

WEYMOUTH, MASS. —Dennis Gildea doesn’t 
gloss over the facts. Riding a two-wheel mo¬ 
torized vehicle—and that includes mopeds and 
motor scooters as well as motorcycles—“is a lot 
more dangerous than driving an auto,” he 
tells his students. 

Gildea has been riding motorcycles for IS 
years and teaching motorcycle safety for the last 
three. His course, designed by the Motorcycle 
Safety Federation, is approved by the Massachu¬ 
setts Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

Creating an awareness of the problems facing 
the two-wheel rider is basic to his leaching. 

The pothole that makes the automobile driver 
wince can throw the unprepared cyclist off his 
machine. Sand, mud, rain and other poor road 
conditions always are more severe with two 
wheels than four. And the auto driver himself 
is not always the motorcyclist’s best friend, 
either. 

“It’s not intentional on the driver’s part," 
Gildea said. “It’s just that he doesn't always 
notice the cyclist. He sees him, but it doesn’t 
register. He’s too busy looking for other autos.” 

Statistics bear this out. In a majority of 
accidents involving a motorcycle and an auto, the 
auto driver has been held legally responsible. 

So, said Gildea, “don’t rely on the other guy. 
Your safety and enjoyment on the road depend on 
you.” 

Motorcyclists, including the moped rider, 
should: . 

• Dress for protection and visibility. 

• Improve traffic awareness. 

• Select proper lane position. 

• Identify hazards and take action to avoid 
possible dangerous situations. 

DRESS: Leather received a bad name when 
the motorcycle gangs came into existence, Gil¬ 
dea said. But it originally was associated with 
motorcycling because of the protection it offers. 
Wear sturdy clothing that protects you from 
scrapes and abrasions. In cool weather wear a 
sweater, but be sure it is covered by a wind 
cheater or the air will penetrate the loose knit 
of the sweater and negate its insulating quali¬ 
ties. 

Always wear a good-quality helmet. Sta¬ 
tistics suggest that 67 per cent of all fatalities 
could have been avoided if the cyclists had worn a 
helmet. Traffic awareness: This includes help¬ 
ing others to see you and making a con¬ 
stant visual search for other road users.

which may limit your freedom of movement in 
some way. 

To be constantly aware of these is to be 
prepared. 

Intersecting roads must be considered a haz¬ 
ard. More accidents involving motorcycles take 
place at intersections than anywhere else. So 
check oncoming.traffic for vehicles that might 
turn left in front of you. Check traffic from 
the right and left, and look into the mirror to see 
what is coming up behind you. • 

Even while waiting at a traffic signal for a 
green light, make the same checks. An oncoming 
vehicle might turn in front of you and cross 
traffic might go through on the yellow—or even a 
red light, a common occurrence. 

Consider all driveways as hazards. Cars com¬ 
ing out of them generally do so in reverse, when 
the driver is not able to get an unrestricted view 
of the road behind him. A gentle lap on the horn 
will help, of course, but always be ready to'lake 
evasive action or to stop completely, if neces¬ 
sary. 

The key to safe riding lies in paying constant 
attention to the ever-changing scene in front of 
you and anticipating what others arc likely to do 
around you. 

According to the Motorcycle Safety Federa¬ 
tion, safe riding is 90 per cent a mental process 
and 10 per cent physical execution.

To make yourself more noticeable to other 
road users, wear bright, eye-catching clothing 
for daylight riding. Bright-colored helmets stand 
out better than dark ones. Reflective tape on the 
helmets and other clothing is most important at 
night. A flashing strobe light, attached to a 
belt, is another way to increase your noticeabiiity 
at night. Always ride with the headlights on, even 
in the middle of the day. 

Use turn and brake signals early. Use both the 
electrical signals, if your vehicle has them, and 
hand signals. 

Sound is another communicating tool. Use 
your horn, blow a whistle or even use your voice if 
you have the slightest doubt that another vehicle 
or pedestrian has not noticed you. 

Never let your eyes “fix” on any object for 
more than two seconds. Keep track of the traffic 
around you. Keep checking the rearview mirror. 
One advantage the cyclist has over the auto 
driver: He has no blind spots. 

SELECTING PROPER POSITION: In traffic 
the best place for a motorcyclist most of the time 
(this does not apply to the moped rider) is the 
left-hand tire track of the auto ahead. This way 
you avoid the oil slick often formed in the centre 
of the lane, you see oncoming traffic more easily 
from this position and the driver ahead can sge 
you in his rearview mirror. 


Mopeds, on the other hand, should avoid this 
left-of-lane position at all times unless moving 
over to turn left. The moped simply is loo slow to 
keep up with traffic except in downtown situa¬ 
tions. Just like bicycles, mopeds should stay to 
the right. 

In most cases the moped rider should stay 
about three feet from the curb, said Gildea. This 
allows him to stay free of the refuse that fre¬ 
quently collects in the gutters and also allows 
some space in which to move, should a passing 
motorist come “too close for comfort.” 

On narrow country roads where passing even 
so narrow a machine as a moped presents some 
difficulty for the auto, the rider should be on the 
lookout for a smooth, firm shoulder where he can 
move over to allow backed-up traffic to pass. An 
impatient driver behind you poses a traffic 
hazard to you and other road users. 

IDENTIFYING HAZARDS: Road hazards, 
according to the Motorcycle Safety Foundation, 
fall into three categories—cars, trucks and other 
vehicles that share the road with you; pedes¬ 
trians and animals, marked by quick, short 
moves and unpredictability, plus stationary ob¬ 
jects at or near the roadway, such as chuckholes, 
guardrails, bridges and rows of trees, all of 
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resting place

Stass Medical Diary 
eliminates duplication 


WINDSOR, Ont. (CP) — What’s the name 
of those orange pills the doctor prescribed last 
year? What tests did he do? 

And exactly what did he say was wrong? 

If patients can't answer those questions, 
other doctors who may treat them in the future 
probably won’t know either. 

But Dr. Stanley Oleksiuk of Windsor has a 
plan to improve communications between 
physicians and patients that is growing into a 
business venture‘with potential. 

Last year, Oleksiuk copyrighted what he 
calls the Stass Medical Diary, a pocket-sized 
brochure for patients listing medical history, 
operations, drugs, x-rays, diagnoses—any¬ 
thing to do with health. 

When a patient is treated by a doctor, the 
new information will be added to the diary. 
Used correctly, it will inform people about 
their own health and save time and money 
when they visit other doctors. 

The booklet costs less than $2 and will soon 
be on sale at retail stores. 

Several companies and unions are discus¬ 
sing whether to buy it for free distribution to 
employees and two large insurance com¬ 
panies, a pharmaceutical company and the 
College of Family Physicians of Canada are 
helping to circulate it to doctors and the 
Canadian public. 


The idea came to Oleksiuk when a busi¬ 
nessman friend challenged him to be frank 
with patients. 

“He fell the medical profession was not 
playing its full part in letting the public know 
abouttheir health," Oleksiuk said in an inter¬ 
view. 

As an ear, nose and throat.specialist, he 
was aware of the long-distance telephone calls 
and letters that doctors make when they take 
on a new patient, tracking down information 
from a previous doctor. 

The diary should reduce the need for 
duplicating x-rays and other tests, he feels. 

Often a person will visit a hospital emer¬ 
gency room on a Friday night and then go to his 
or her family doctor the following Monday, in 
the meantime forgetting what medication or 
tests were ordered Friday. The family doctor 
then has to track down the medical records. 

*Bill O’Kane, local manager of the Empire 
Life Insurance Co., said the company has 
distributed the diary, in French and English, 
to more than 1,000 of its agents and brokers 
across Canada. He said its use will greatly 
reduce the time it takes to approve a new life 
insurance policy, a process that sometimes 
takes weeks or months while medical histories 
are checked.

Tot’s low antibodies count common 


Dear Dr. Donohue: We 

really enjoy your column. I 
am writing about my 15- 
months-old boy. He seems 
to be constantly sick with 
low temps, diarrhea, some¬ 
times with a cough or sore 
throat. His doctor tested 
him and found him to be 
low in gamma globulin. He 
is on gamma globulin shots' 
now. How long will he need 
these injections, and how 
common is this, and how 
serious? He’s a normal, 
happv baby otherwise. — 
Mrs.M.K. 

First, what is gamma 
globulin? It is one of the 
blood proteins that aid in 
fighting off infections. 
They also make us immune 
to infections, hence their 
other, longer name—im- 
muno-globulins. They are 
also called antibodies. 

Even in perfectly normal 
infants gamma globulins 
are quite low. They in 
crease over a period of 
years to normal adult 
levels. Your son has a 
slightly-lower-than-normal 
level, even for an infant, 
and that might account for 
his series of infections. It 
would then be only a matter 
of time for him to begin a 
greater natural production 
of them in his body. 

For reasons that are un¬ 
clear, diarrhea is associat¬ 
ed with a low ganyna 
globulin level. That ought 
to end with the increase, 
either from the injections 
or by his own increased

production. When the level 
of gamma globulins rises 
the susceptibility to infec¬ 
tion diminishes. 

I should note, though, 
that there are a number of 
inherited conditions in 
whhch gamma globulin 
levels are decreased, and 
your doctor has probably 
investigated these possibi¬ 
lities. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Re¬ 
cently a relative had a 
physical, and tests showed 
moderate cirrhosis of the 
liver. On the last visit the 
doctor prescribed folic acid 
after looking at her last 
blood test. What good does 
folic acid do for liver cir¬ 
rhosis and for the blood? 
—Mrs. L.S. 

Folic acid is a B vitamin 
necessary for the develop¬ 
ment of red blood cells If 
there is not enough folic 
acid, anemia results. If cir¬ 
rhosis of the liver is due to 
too much alcohol intake 


then a deficiency of folic 
acid may result. In addi¬ 
tion, alcohol, of itself, im¬ 
pairs the absorption of folic 
acid from the intestines. 
The result is anemia, too 
few red blood cells. 

The body's store of folic 
acid is never great at any 
given time, so any condi¬ 
tion that impairs its ab¬ 
sorption brings fast re¬ 
sponse. This impairment 
does not have to be related 
to alcohol ingestion alone. 
Other factors may cause 
the cirrhosis and impair 
absorption, but non-alco¬ 
holic causes are rare. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Two 

years ago, a friend was 
diagnosed as having “hairy 
cell" leukemia. He is 50 and 
so far has had his spleen 
removed and one blood 
transfusion for this. — 
M.M. 

Hairy-cell leukemia gets 
its name because the white 


blood cells (lymphocytes) 
involved have hair-like pro¬ 
jections that can be seen 
with the microscope. I 
don't think there is a Latin 
name for this. At least I 
cannot find one. 

It affects mostly older 
males. Their spleens en¬ 
large and bruises are com¬ 
mon. Most of the time, the 
only treatment needed is 
removal of the spleen. 
Your friend might consider 
immunization with the vac¬ 
cine that prevents the most 
common kind of pneumo¬ 
nia (pneumococcal pneu¬ 
monia). Without a spleen 
(and its lymphocytes) he 
may face a greater risk of 
infections from this kind of 
germ. That advice applies 
to most other people who 
have had spleens removed 
for other reasons. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: A 
friend told me that a person 
should not walk or jog on an 


empty stomach because it 
draws fat into the blood¬ 
stream and could cause a 
stroke. Is there any truth to 
this? My husband and I 
walk four miles every day 
before breakfast, so we are 
concerned. — Mrs. B.W. 

Don't be concerned. Go 
on doing as you are.

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Union faces day four 
of membership sit-in 


The Hospital Employees' 
Union faced the fourth day 
of a sit-in today by its own 
staff representatives and 
clerical employees 

Two days of top-level 
meetings between officers 
of HEU and the Hospital 
Employees' Staff Union 
have failed to resolve 
issues that led to the work 
stoppage Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

The sit-in, described by 
the staff as a "study ses¬ 
sion" has idled staff repre¬ 
sentatives and clerical cm 
ployees at HEU’s 
Vancouver head office and 
regional offices in Victoria, 
Kelowna and Prince 
George. 

Jack Gerow, secretary- 
business manager of HEU, 
returned to Vancouver Fri¬ 
day to join in the talks. 

The staff union, which 


has to bargain with HEU 
for its own collective 
agreement, has been with¬ 
out a contract for more 
than seven months. Its dis¬ 
pute with the 21,700-mem¬ 
ber HEU went before a me¬ 
diation-arbitration 
tribunal in June. 

The union, which has 
only 28 members, said the 
sit-in was a spontaneous 
action that grew out of 
frustration over failure of 
the tribunal to sit this 
month, a number of other 
complaints and a specific 
incident that supposedly 
threatens the job of one 
staff representative. 

Gerow has said the tribu¬ 
nal couldn't really con¬ 
clude its hearing this 
month because of holidays, 
including those of the staff 
union president. But the 
staff says submissions 
have already been com¬ 


pleted and the tribunal 
need only meet on its own. 

Wages are among the 
issues. Staff representa¬ 


tives reportedly earn from 
$22,000 to about $30,000 a 
year. Clerical staff earns 
much less.

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Irish 
hotel 
fire 
kills 10 


BUNDORAN, Ireland 
(AP) — Fire engulfed a 
crowded resort hotel on 
Donegal Bay early Friday, 
killing 10 persons and in¬ 
juring nine. Police are in¬ 
vestigating the possibility 
that Protestant extremists 
started the blaze. 

The hotel is a few kilome¬ 
tres from the spot where 
Lord Louis Mountbatten 
was killed last Aug. 27 
when a bomb planted by 
terrorists of the Irish Re¬ 
publican Army blew up his 
yacht. 

One reason police be¬ 
lieved it is possible the fire 
was set in the seaside Cen¬ 
tral Hotel by revenge-seek¬ 
ing Protestants is the speed 
in which the flames raced 
through the structure. 

The fire broke out im¬ 
mediately after midnight 
in the 10-room-hotel as 
about 200 persons were 
leaving a downstairs disco¬ 
theque. Firemen said that 
within moments the flames 
raced through the ground 
floor, sending deadly 
fumes into the upper 
stories where some of the 
more than 250 guests were 
sleeping. 

Many of the injuries were 
suffered when they jumped 
from third-floor windows. 

Among those who 
perished were four mem¬ 
bers of an Irish family. No 
foreigners were listed 
among the casualties. 

One witness. Paddy Fitz¬ 
patrick of Dublin, said he 
was passing the hotel as the 
blaze swept through the 
building “There was total 
confusion." he said. "Peo¬ 
ple were crying in the 
stf'eets because their 
friends and families were 
still in the fire." 

A police spokesman told 
reporters: "The ferocity of 
the fire and the speed with 
which it gained a hold indi¬ 
cated that some kind of 
incendiaries could have 
been used." 

Bundoran, on the north¬ 
western coast of the Irish 
republic, is near the small 
bay where Lord Mountbat¬ 
ten, his grandson, kite 
mother-in-law of his daugh¬ 
ter and a young crew mem¬ 
ber of the yacht were killed 
in the bombing last year. 

The hotel fire is the sec¬ 
ond tragedy to mar what is 
traditionally Ireland’s bu¬ 
siest holiday period of the 
year. A week ago, 17 per¬ 
sons were killed in a train 
crash at Buttevaht in Coun¬ 
ty Cork. Investigators said 
the train derailment ap¬ 
parently was caused bv 
members of a work gang 
who inadvertently caused a 
switch to malfunction. 


‘Hot’ chocolate goes sour for makers 


BURLINGTON, Vt. (AP) - The 
makers of Cadbury chocolates 
have been indicted on charges of 
smuggling chocolates into the 
United States from Canada, U.S. 
Attorney William Gray announced 
Friday. 

A federal grand jury here re¬ 
turned the indictment against 
Cadbury Schweppes U.S.A., its 
Canadian affiliate, and four cur¬ 
rent or former employees. 


The indictment charges that the 
company, in order to circumvent 
import quotas, brought chocolate 
crumb into the U.S. under the label 
"reject candy bars.” 

Attempts to reach company of¬ 
ficials for comment were not im¬ 
mediately successful. 

Cadbury, maker of expensive, 
high-quality chocolate candies, 
smuggled the chocolate ingredient 
through a border station at High- 
gate, Vt., the indictment charges. 


The alleged smuggling opera¬ 
tion was arranged at a meeting of 
company executives in May. 1977, 
called to find ways to deal with the 
shortage of chocolate crumb at the 
company's U.S. plants, the indict¬ 
ment says. 

Only one of the four employees 
named in the indictment still 
works for the company. He is 
Stanley Glassbrenner. Cadbury’s 
plant manager in Pennsylvania.

Challinor said this would 
allow the western yards to 
develop and maintain the 
expertise to attract more 
foreign business and bring 
stability to what has been 
an uncertain industry.

Long-awaited legisla¬ 
tion bringing B.C. Hydro 
under public regulatory 
control was introduced 
in the Legislature on 
Friday by Energy Min¬ 
ister Robert McClel¬ 
land. 

His Utilities Commission 
Act, based on the govern¬ 
ment’s energy policy paper 
introduced some months 
ago, curbs B.C. Hydro’s ar¬ 
bitrary powers and makes 
it answerable to a soon-to- 
be created ptilities com¬ 
mission. 

The new bill also lays the 
groundwork for a review 
process for major energy 
projects and provides- the 
power for the issuance of 
energy removal certifi¬ 
cates for energy resources 
leaving the province. 

“This legislation marks 
the beginning of a new era 
in British Columbia," 
McClelland said. “It pro¬ 
vides us with the tools with 
which the people of this 
province can participate in 
the management of our en¬ 
ergy future. 

“We have a tremendous 
opportunity (o build on our 
energy strengths, to shore 
up our weaknesses. This 
legislation will enable us to 
capitalize on our unique 
mix of energy resources 
and make sound, publicly 
acceptable energy policy 
decisions.” 

McClelland said the en¬ 
ergy review process "will 
ensure that proposals for 
the development and use of 
provincial energy re¬ 
sources are evaluated in 
terms of the province's en¬ 
ergy and environment poli¬ 
cies, and that the implica¬ 
tions of proposed projects 
are considered openly and 
carefully.” 

Coming under the review 
process will be power 
plants—hydro and ther¬ 
mal-large-scale energy 
use projects, transmission 
lines, pipeline and energy 
storage facilities. 

The new B.C. Utilities 
Commission will take over 
from the B.C. Energy Com¬ 
mission the role of energy 
rate regulation, including 
the establishment of B.C. 
Hydro rates. Once the act 
comes into force, all peo- 
posed rate increases will be 
subject to public hearings 
before the commission. 

In the past, B.C. Hydro 
has been able to set its own 
rates arbitrarily and with¬ 
out consultation with the 
users. 

The commission will also 
have the responsibility of 
regulating, for the first 
time, all gas and utility 
services including cus¬ 
tomer rates, service stan¬ 
dards and additions to faci¬ 
lities. 

When it comes to B.C. 
Hydro borrowing and the 
disposal of assets, how¬ 
ever, B.C. Hydro will still 
answer only to the provin¬ 
cial cabinet and the finance 
minister will continue to 
act as the fiscal agent for 
B.C. Hydro. 

Anticipating the day 
when the federal govern¬ 
ment hands back control of 
telecommunications to the 
province, the new legisla¬ 
tion provides the frame¬ 
work for the regulation of 
the total telecommunica¬ 
tions system in B.C.

The National Hurricane Centre in Miami, Fla., 
issued a hurricane warning for all but 80 kilometres 
of the 720-kilometre Texas coast. A warning means 
evacuations should begin and other emergency- 
measures implemented.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, 
Haiti (AFP) — A seven- 
metre Canadian vessel 
with six people on board, 
which was sailing off 
Haiti's southern coast, has 
been missing since last 
Tuesday when Hurricane 
Allen struck (he Caribbean 
country. 

Several amateur radio 
hams from Haiti, Colombia 
and the United States spoke 
with the captain of (he 
Pearl of Haiti. Nicolas Bel- 
chat, and heard his distress 
calls which were sent dur¬ 
ing (he storm. The boat was 
south of the Haitian port of 
Jacmel, in the storm zone. 

The last message was 
sent by Belchat's son 
Pierre who said his father 
and brother were dead and 
that his mother was dying. 

Before contact was lost, 
Pierre was in contact with 
the Miami coast guard 
through the ham operators. 
The coast guard said that a 
cargo ship, the North Vik¬ 
ing, was nearby. 

It was not known whether 
the coast guard was able to 
warn the cargo ship. 

Belchat's hometown was 
not Immediately known, 
nor were tiames of the 
other passengers on the 
Pearl of Haiti. 


Allen claimed at least 87 
lives in the Caribbean, and 
an American helicopter 
with 13 people aboard went 
down off the coast of Loui¬ 
siana during an evacuation 
of an oil rig prompted by 
the storm. There were no 
survivors among the 13. 
v The hurricane was rated 
extremely dangerous by 
the National Hurricane 
Centre, which gave it a 
rare Category 5 ranking— 
the highest possible. The 
centre said Allen was the 
second most powerful At¬ 
lantic storm on record. The 
strongest was an unnamed 
1935 storm, nicknamed the 
Labor Day storm, which 
killed 408 people in the 
Florida Keys. 

In Dallas, National 
Weather Service meteo¬ 
rologist Andy Anderson 
predicted hurricane force 
winds would begin in the 
160-kilometre area of the 
Texas coast between Cor¬ 
pus Christ) and Browns¬ 
ville between 10 a.m. and 11 
a.m. PDT today. 

"We have a potentially 
extremely dangerous 
storm,” Anderson said. “It 
essentially fills the Gulf 
of Mexico. Radar shows we 
are going to have a lot of 
the Texas coast affected.” 

. Anderson said Allen 
probably would bring some 
temporary relief to north¬ 
east Texas cities suffering 
from a heat wave that 
began two months ago. 

The weather service is¬ 
sued gale warnings and a 
hurricane watch east of 
Texas' High Island and into 
Louisiana, and said the 
government of Mexico is¬ 
sued a hurricane watch for 
the northeastern part of 
that country’s coast. 

Hurricane-force winds

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Turks sentence 22 to die, free hundreds after trial 


ANKARA, Turkey (UPI) — The 
long and unprecedented trial of an 
entire Turkish village ended Friday 
with a martial law court sentencing 
22 people to death, 14 to life impris¬ 
onment and 107 others to terms 
totalling 920 years. But nearly half 
of the record 835 defendants were 
aquitted. 

It was one pi. Turkey’s longest 
and certainly its largestJrial. Vir¬ 
tually the entire population of 


Kahramanmaras, a village in 
southern Turkey, stood charged of 
offences ranging from murder and 
attempted rebellion to assault, loot¬ 
ing and theft. 

The prosecution at the 18-month- 
long trial had requested 275 death 
sentences. But the court, showing 
leniency in many cases, acquitted 
411 persons and sentenced others to 
short jail terms. 

The trial was the result of rioting 


and clashes in Kahramanmaras in 
December, 1978. 

According to offical accounts. 111 
persons were killed and 1,052 in¬ 
jured in the fighting between right 
and left-wingers. 

Angered by the murder of two 
leftwing teachers who had suspend¬ 
ed several pupils as a disclipinary 
measure, mourners from the Alevi 
community—an offshoot of the mi¬ 


nority Shi'itc Moslem sect which 
has been sympathetic to left-wing 
policies in Turkey—clashed with 
Sunni Moslems who make up 80 per 
cent of the population. 

Large parts of the Alevi quarter 
in Kahramanmaras were reduced 
to rubble and officials said the 5,- 
000-strong Alevi community was 
saved from extermination only by 
the intervention of the army. 

The rioting led to the imposition 


of martial law in 13 of Turkey's 67 
provinces two days later. 

A government crisis ensued in 
which then prime minister Bulent 
Ecevit narrowly squeaked through 
a vote of no confidence in parlia¬ 
ment. Martial law has since been 
extended to 20 provinces wracked 
by the political violence that explod¬ 
ed in Kahramanmaras, 280 miles 
southeast of Ankara. 

In a continuation of that vio¬ 


lence, police reported 18 more 
deaths Thursday and Friday in dis¬ 
turbances throughout the country. 

Political observers said they 
feared the court’s "leniency" in 
handing down only 22 death sen¬ 
tences could lead to even more trou¬ 
ble. The defendants were most¬ 
ly right-wingers and leftists had 
been expecting that more death sen¬ 
tences would be handed down.

While Attorney-General 
Allan Williams was intro¬ 
ducing his Holiday Shop 
ping Act in the Legislature 
Friday, Municipal Affairs 
Minister William Vander 
Zalm was making Sunday 
horse racing possible. 

The Williams bill effec¬ 
tively closes down Sunday 
unless a municipality spe¬ 
cifically wishes to pass a 
bylaw opening up holiday 
activities. 

The Vander Zalm bill, a 
major revamping of the 
Municipal Act. quietly per 
mils any municipality with 
a Sunday sport bylaw to 
allow horse racing on Sun¬ 
days. 

North Saanich, home of 
Sandown racetrack, does 
not have a Sunday sport 
bylaw but Vancouver, 
home of Exhibition Park, 
does. 

North Saanich, under the 
new act. will be able to get 
into the Sunday punting 
business if and when it ap¬ 
proves the idea of Sunday 
sport. 

The Williams move came 
as a surprise as the attor¬ 
ney-general introduced the 
new holidays shopping law 
which, with certain excep¬ 
tions, closes down Sunday 
and holiday shopping acti¬ 
vities unless a municipality 
or regional district specifi¬ 
cally opens the doors with a 
local bylaw.' 

Under the originally-pro¬ 
posed legislation, the prob¬ 
lem of holiday shopping 
would have been dumped 
entirely into the hands of 
municipalities and region¬ 
al districts, with each ex¬ 
pected to set its own terms 
and restrictions. 

With the introduction of 
Williams' new bill, the 
original bill, introduced 
April 10 but never reintro¬ 
duced for second reading, 
is expected to die on the 
order paper. 

The new bill states that 
no retail business can be 
conducted on a Sunday or a 
holiday inless permitted by 
the Lord’s Day Act. special 
local bylaws, permission 
trom the cabinet or if listed 
in the specified exceptions. 

Listed as being eligible to 
carry out business on Sun¬ 
days and holidays are busi¬ 
nesses which sell food¬ 
stuffs, antiques, 
newspapers and periodi¬ 
cals, handicrafts and sun¬ 
dries, fresh fruits and 
vegetables, pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, nursery stock, meals, 
accommodation, movies, 
culture or other amuse¬ 
ments. 

Williams said that from 
Ihe provincial standards, 
individual municipalities 
would be able to expand 
openings as the local com¬ 
munity desired. 

When the original bill 
was first introduced, there 
was such an outcry from 
B.C. municipalities that 
experts predicted it would 
be replaced. 

Municipal officials ob¬ 
jected on several grounds, 
the main one being that 
Sunday shopping could be 
permitted in one munici¬ 
pality while it would be out¬ 
lawed in the neighboring 
town, with some businesses 
moving to greener pas¬ 
tures.

FORT ALBERNI — De 
spile the fact that it may- 
have as few as six students 
enrolling in the coming 
school year, the elemen 
tary school in the logging 
camp community of 
Franklin River will not be 
closed by School District 
70. 

That was the assurance 
given to a delegation of 
parents of present and fu¬ 
ture students at the school 
who were at a recent meet¬ 
ing of the school board to 
petition against closure. 

The delegation caught 
the board somewhat off 
guard with the petition, 
since as chairman Gillian 
Trumper told the group, 
“this is the first we have 
heard of any such idea, and 
we haven’t even discussed 
the possibility of closing 
the school.” 

Franklin River is a Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel camp some 
30 miles west of Fort Alber 
ni on the road to Bainfield, 
which has been established 
for more than 20 years and 
which has had its own 
School for most of that 
period. 

At one time the school 
was a full elementary facil¬ 
ity, with kindergarten 
through Grade 8, but in re¬ 
cent times the community 
has shrunk to the point 
that the school became a 
grades 1-4 only, with the 
other elementary grades 
bused to the city’s Maquin- 
na school. 

During the past school 
year, there were eight stu¬ 
dents in the school, but the 


spokesman for the delega¬ 
tion, Jim Sheppard, told the 
board that the parents had 
been advised by the teach¬ 
er that the school might be 
closed if enrolment fell 
below this figure. 

As things stood, Shep¬ 
pard said, there would only 
be six children attending 
the school this September, 
and thus the parents had 
become concerned. 

One mother in the group, 
who said she had a child 
just entering the school this 
year, claimed she would 
"simply not allow my child 
to be bused 60 miles every¬ 
day at this age." 

"I'll keep her at home 


and try and instruct her 
myself until I feel she is 
old enough.” she told the 
board. 

Schools superintendent 
Bos Moss told the delega¬ 
tion that the actual enrol 
ment this September would 
have to be known before 
any closure would even be 
discussed, that it would 
certainly not be considered 
except for the following 
year, and that if any discus 
sion on the matter was to 
take place, the parents 
would be included. 

He further assured the 
group that the school had 
been staffed for the coming 
year.

Wisteria House 

Opposition 

growing

DUNCAN — Residents in the Uplands Avenue 
area remain opposed to the proposed opening of a 
residential institution by the Wisteria House So¬ 
ciety. 

A small delegation presented a 290-name peti¬ 
tion to the North Cowichan council, asking it to 
“reconsider their consent to the Wisteria House and 
reverse their decision.” 

The petitioners say “they have learned more' 
about the type of patients to be placed in the facility 
and about the operations and goals of similar facili¬ 
ties...and are more strongly opposed to the opening 
than ever before.” 

. They feel that “council 

acted in haste in accepting 
the society’s application 
for an operating licence.” 

The area residents are 
concerned that the institu¬ 
tion for the long-standing 
emotionally disturbed will 
house potentially danger¬ 
ous patients and that the 
facility will be closely re¬ 
lated to an institution such 
as Columbia House in Nan¬ 
aimo, which they feel “is 
located in a run-down area 
and certainly not the type 
of place people Want in a 
residential setting.” 

They feel the value of all- 
property in the region will 
drop and that parking will 
become a problem with the 
advent of the facility. 

North Cowichan Mayor 
Graham Bruce replied that 
"council would be more 
than willing to hold a meet¬ 
ing between interested par¬ 
ties for educational pur¬ 
poses" to help allay their 
fears, but pointed out that 
under the new zoning bylaw 
passed recently by the dis¬ 
trict, “there was nothing 
council could do legally to 
delay or stop the Wisteria 
House facility." 

The controversial centre 
is scheduled to open some¬ 
time in September. 

The whole matter has 
been discussed in council 
before and experts have 
tried to reassure the resi¬ 
dents of the area there was 
nothing to fear, but so far 
these steps have had little 
effect on the petitioners’ 
anxiety.

As a probation officer, 
she prepares sentencing 
reports, makes referrals to 
other agencies, supervises 


people on temporary 
passes from detention and 
on parole and has the 
powers of a peace officer. 

But in her role as family 
counsellor, she provides in¬ 
formation about the rights 
of people and obligations 
under the Family Relations 
Act. 


This is her first posting in 
the dual role and she began 
her job in July. 

The town has not had a 
probation officer since last 
February. 

White has experience in 
suicide and crisis interven¬ 
tion, staff development and 
drop-in centres. 


the delegation that she felt 
they had possibly been 
misled by all the rumors 
and talk about schools 
being closed because of de¬ 
clining enrolments. 

"We certainly don’t in 
tend to apply the same cri¬ 
teria in a situation like 
this that we would in con¬ 
sidering the larger schools 
in the district." she said.

us.". 

In other business, the 
chairman released the fig¬ 
ures on failure rates in the 
senior high school grades 
"as a matter of interest in 
assessing any possible im¬ 
pact in this regard as a 
result of the six-week 
strike we suffered this past 
year." 

In Grade 12, there was 
actually a decline it* the 
failure rate, with 15 per 
cent this year as against 19 
per cent last 

Grade 11. however, had a 
21 percent failure rate this 
year, compared to 18 per 
cent. 

In Grade 10 as well the 

failure rate increased 
somewhat—17 per cent as 
against 14 percent. 

During the year, 161 
pupils dropped out or trans- 
ferred from district 
schools, a 14 per cent de 
crease from last year. 

The chairman concluded 
that -the strike had little 
if any impact on the aca¬ 
demic year of the majority 
of senior students. 

Finally, Secretary-Trea¬ 
surer John Wright advised 
the board that the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board has 
provided no ruling on’the 
dispute between (he dis¬ 
trict and its non-teaching 
Canadian Union of Pub¬ 
lic Employees Local 727 
workers over the manning 
of school buses and vans 
for other than delivery of 
students to and from 
school. 

The union is disputing the 
present practice of having’ 
teachers and other person¬ 
nel using the vehicles to 
transport students on 
sports team trips out of 
town and field trips to other 
areas. 

The union's view is that 
such trips should be 
manned by regular drivers 
on an overtime basis. 

Wright said that in view 
of the lack of a ruling, no 
plans could yet be made 
final concerning field trips 
and trips involving soccer 
and volleyball teams early 
in the school year. 

On terms that the district 
had been forced to go along 
with the union’s position 
while the grievance was 
being considered in the lat¬ 
ter part of the past school 
year, Wright reported, he 
has had to draw on internal 
funds to the tune of more 
than *2,000 to pay for char¬ 
ter to transport students on 
such occasions.

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E&N herbicide spray 
raises anger, doubts 


A herbicide used extensi 
vely along the Esquimau 
and Nanaimo Railway 
right-of-way this year 
without a public hearing is 
on a long list of chemicals 
whose safety has been 
questionned as a result of 
falsified tests conducted by 
an American testing 
agency. 

About 900 pounds of the 
herbicide Roundup was 
scheduled to be sprayed 
along parts of the E&N 
Railway this year, and no 
public notice was required 
because the chemical was 
safe, an environment min¬ 
istry spokesman said last 
May. 

The chemical name of 
the herbicide is glyphosate, 
and “its toxicity is just 
about zip . . . unless you're 
a plant," Allan Murray, as¬ 
sistant deputy minister for 
environmental manage¬ 
ment said then. 

The lack of a public hear¬ 
ing angered many who live 
along the right of way, in- 
eludingJUnited Native Na¬ 
tions representative 
Wayne Edwards, who said 
Thursday that Indians 
were surprised to learn of a 
change in regulations 
which permitted Canadian 


Pacific Railway to spray 
the chemical without a 
public hearing. 

Edwards has asked that 
a moratorium be placed on 
industrial and government 
use of all herbicides until 
their safety is proven, a 
call which was backed by a 
recent UNN convention in 
Kamploops. 

Glyphosate has appeared 
on a lengthy list of chemi¬ 
cals which were tested by 
Industrial Biotest Labora¬ 
tories of Illinois. But fed¬ 
eral officials who ran spot 
checks on some of the 
chemicals tested by IBT 
questioned the validity of 
the tests. 

IBT was charged three 
years ago by U.S. officials 
for faking some tests on 
chemicals. The company's 
test results are used to reg¬ 
ister the chemicals for use 
in both Canada and the 
U.S. 

Saskatchewan environ¬ 
ment minister Ted Bower- 
man has since asked fed¬ 
eral health minister 
Monique Begin for more 
information about chemi¬ 
cals tested by IBT, since 
many are used by Saskat¬ 
chewan farmers. 


Among the other chemi¬ 
cals on the list are calcium 
arsenate, captan, diazan- 
on, endosulfan, etheon, 


methidathion, orthene, 
paraquat, parathion, pi- 
cloram, and propachlor 
(Ramrod).

Two years ago Marlin 
Sheen told us what he 
prizes most as a working 
actor and devoted head of a 
family: “Bring something 
about the job home to the 
kids." 

He made his first impact 
on the stage in the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning play. The 
Subject Is Roses. Now he 
is tempted by offers from 
television and movies. “It's 
not the medium." he told us 
(he holds them both in es¬ 
teem, scoffs at any ri¬ 
valry). “it is the role" — 
and if it promises some¬ 
thing his children get a kick 
out of and shows them what 
he does for a living — so 
much the better. 

Two years ago Martin 
(remembered for such 
major opuses on TV as 
The Missiles of October 
and Blind Ambition— por¬ 
traying respectively the

martyred John Kennedy of 
the 1960s and the Watergate 
key figure John Dean of the 
1970s) playfully tossed a 
heavy object that defied 
catching. No rubber ball, 
this. Rather it was a heavy¬ 
something that turned out 
to be the meter used in 
Taxi, an admirable tele¬ 
vision movie starring him 
and which kept him on lo¬ 
cation in Toronto for nearly 
two months. 

But considering the na¬ 
ture of his latest opus, 
here’s hoping that the 
Sheens have outgrown 
their souvenir phase. He 
will be appearing in a big- 
screen film. The Final 


Countdown as a trouble¬ 
shooter for small defects 
who boards a present-day 
nuclear aircraft-carrier, 
the "USS -Nimitz" (five- 
acres of landing strip. 32 
stories high . . . and all of it 
for real), and whirls 
through a time-warp. Could 
this carrier, highly futuris¬ 
tic on Dec. 7. 1941, have 
aborted the Pearl Harbor 
trigger to Second World 
War? Whatever else, it’s 
exciting, but don't expect 
the navy to let him bring 
home a carrier. 

Besides Sheen, the other 
stars in The Final Count 
down are Kirk Douglas, 
James Farentino and 
Katherine Ross. Add if the 
Sheen kids want plot an¬ 
swers. look at it this way 
. . . you're in the same boat 
with the rest of us . . . ask 
ing eternally slippery ques¬ 
tions ... but being skillful 
ly engrossed along the 
way.
